The board made 
eight recommendations of legislation, of which 
six were adopted fey the legislature. 
Several 
important act* were passed by tho legislature 
affecting the charities and corrections of the 
state. 
A board was established to locate a 
third insane hospital, iu order that the insane 
of the state might be cared for in state in­ 
stitutions. 
Two years ago a detached ward 
was built adjacent to the St Peter hos­ 
pital, to accommodate

patients, 
at 
a cost of $25,LMi, or $250 each. 
The experi­ 
ment having proven satisfactory, the recent 
hrgislature made appropriations for three ad­ 
ditional detached wards at Si Peter aud two 
at 
Rochester, 
which 
will

for 
5mj patient* at a cost of tim ,UUU. Com- 
niissioneiB were also appointed to locate a 
state public school for dependent children and 
commence the building* therefor; to Ic cate a 
second state prison. 
During the past year the 
capacity of the school for idols and imbeciles 
has Is* n doubled being now KA), ami an appro­ 
priation made for a custodial building in con­ 
nection with the institution. 
Provision was 
made for a gymnasium and shops for tho deaf 
aud dumb, to replace tnose burned 
Iii the 
report last year it was stated that there had 
lieen no change of suj>eri!itcndeut« of any in­ 
stitution for ten years 
This year is the first 
time iu eleven years that such an event has oc­ 
curred, Dr. Knight, of the school for idiots and 
imbeciles, having resigned that ho might 
join his mother in the Connecticut schooL

Portress in Fish Culture. 
Fish culture was undertaken in most 
parts of this country from necessity. 
In no p art of the world were fish bet­ 
ter distributed. 
W hen the country 
was discovered there was excellent 
fishing, not only all along the eoast of 
the A tlantic, but in the num erous 
lakes, rivers, and sm all stream s. 
In 
many places the first settlers would 
have perished during seasons when 
the crops failed had it not been for 
the liberal supply of fish. 
Shad were 
so plenty In the rivers of some of the 
eastern states that they wore salted 
for use during the tim es when they 
could 
not 
be 
eaten 
in 
their 
fresh state. 
Dried cod, smoked her­ 
rings, and salt m ackerel were am ong 
the chief articles of food in town and 
country. 
Thoy also took the place of 
most of the condim ents now in use. 
Old “ dun” codfish 
was known as 
“ lak# cod cheese” in all parts of the 
eoast. 
Smoked alewives, or Eastport 
herrings, were employed in place of 
small coins in m aking change in coun­ 
try 
stores. 
Lobsters, 
clams, 
and 
oysters were so plenty that they were 
hauled about and sold at a nominal 
price. 
Smelts, 
eels, hake, bluefish, 
and haddock afforded a variety to those 
who lived largely on “ the harvest of 
the seas.” 
Tho prosperity of New 
England at the com m encem ent of its 
history was largely due to the fish 
that supplied the people with their 
principal articles of food. 
The rivers em ptying into the ocean 
and all their tributaries, as well as 
the lakes that fed them, were plenti­ 
fully supplied with fish. 
Salmon were 
so plentiful in m any stream s that the 
people w'ere able to catch and cure 
them in large 
quantities. 
All the 
m ountain stream s and spring brooks 
were stocked with trout. 
The lakes 
abounded with pike, pickerel, bass, 
and perch. 
The great lakes in the 
west were full of trout and whitefish, 
and supplied the earlier settlers of the 
prairies with cheap and excellent food. 
For many te a rs no necessity was seen 
for the artifical propagation of fish or 
even for protecting them from destruc­ 
tion. 
They 
were caught 
in nets, 
seines, and other apparat us that were 
I the most easy to manage. 
Dams were 
erected across stream s that prevented 
the passage of fish. 
Iu many places 
the w ater of stream s was polluted bv 
tanneries, distilleries, ana breweries 
so that the best varieties could not 
I live in them. 
The supply of fish sud- 
i denly fell oft'in almost all parts of the 
country at about the same time. Shad 
became so costly that none but the 
wealthy could eat them. 
Salmon be­ 
came *o scarce that they were beyond 
the reach of most persons. 
Even 
m ackerel wa* expensive food, while 
brook trout readily com m anded 6b 
cents per pound in city m arkets. Even 
i clam s and lobsters took their places 
am ong the costly luxuries of the table. 
Although fish-breeding w asattem pt- 
! ed by a few persons oi wealth and 
- leisure many \cars ago, it has only be- 
j come a m atter of general interest since 
the form ation of the National Fish- 
culturo association, which held its last 
I annual m eeting at W ashington during 
the first week in the present month. 
This association has added millions of 
dollars to the w ealth of the country, 
and we have but just began to derive 
the full benefit of its labors. 
It has 
worked in connection with the na­ 
tional and various state fish commis­ 
sions. 
it was stated at the m eeting at 
W ashington that the expense of hateh- 
I mg white-fish had been reduced from 
f5(J0 to $50 per million during the past 
ten years. 
The association has sug- 
i gested most of the means that have 
been adopted by state commissioners 
for the establishm ent of fishways aud 
the m anagem ent of 
hatcheries. 
It 
i recom mended many of the bills that 
were passed by state legislatures for 
the protection of fish in inland w ater­ 
courses. 
It first suggested the intro­ 
duction of the various varieties of the 
(ierm an carp, which was undertaken 
by the national governm ent. 
Only a 
few years ago thirty-five of these fish 
were brougnt to this country and 
placed in the governm ent ponds at 
W ashington. 
Some of their progeny 
are now in every state and territory. 
They have been sent to over 25,OW 
places, and it is estim ated that there 
are now 200,000,000 carp in the coun­ 
try. 
Most of them are still small, 
which accounts for the fact that they 
are not in the m arket. 
The United M ates commissioners 
have distributed about 600,000,oOu fish 
since 1872, :uid are prepared to send 
out 150,000,000 this year. 
Many of 
them have been placed in 
w aters 
where fish were never known to exist 
before. 
The experim ent was in a 
large num ber of instances successful. 
G erm an carp are found to do well in 
the alkaline lakes and stream s in Ari­ 
zona and New Mexico, where no fish 
had previously existed. 
They also 
thrive in the artificial stock-ponds in 
Texas, Colorado, and other 
places 
where fresh fish are difficult to obtain. 
The carp is sin g u larly adapted to the 
water? of the south, in which fish that 
do well in a cold clim ate do not thrive. 
Local associations are needed to en­ 
courage fish culture by means of bring­ 
ing a knowledge of the methods pur­ 
sued by experts before the public. Few 
people will attem pt to start a hatchery, 
to construct a fish pond, or even to 
stock one if they have no knowled of 
the business except that derived from 
books and papers. 
It is with w ater 
farm ing as with land farm ing. 
Peo­ 
ple desire to see how a new operation 
is perform ed before thoy will engage 
in it themselves. 
The establishm ent 
of a new hatchery or artificial fish 
pond in a county will cause m any 
people to visit and and see how it is 
m anaged. 
The directors of county 
agricultural societies could render fish 
culture profitable by establishing a 
breeding establishm ent on their fair­ 
grounds. 
It would be a great attrac­ 
tion at the annual fairs, and help 
swell the receipts. It could be render­ 
ed rem unerative in other ways. Breed­ 
ing fish could be obtained free of cost 
from the national or state commissions, 
their eggs hatched, and the sm all fry 
sold to persons who desire to stock 
ponds. 
The offer of prem ium s for 
various kinds of fish raised in private 
w aters would cause m any people to 
engage in the business of fish culture 
for the sake of pleasure or profit. The 
production of fish for food is as worthy 
of encouragem ent to an agricultural 
society as the production of field and 
garden crops that are to be used for 
tho sam e purpose.— Chicago Times. 


Industrial Brevities. 
Thero is some im provem ent in the 
present over the old way of m aking 
garden and 
cultivating the crops. 
Very few now think of fencing in a 
plot of two hundred feet square and 
then going into it annually with the 
spade to dig it up aud after planting 
do all tho cultivating with the hoe. 
The plan now is—and the better plan, 
too, and one that should be generally 
adopted,—to select a plot long in 
shape, plow it up instead of spading 
it, break the clods, if any, w ith, the 
harrow instead of the rake, plant the 
vegetables in rows instead of squares, 
and cultivate with the horse cultiva­ 
tor, wheel-hoe, or other im plem ents, 
instead of the hand-hoe. 
One of tho 
advantages is that a man does tho 
work in an hour th at took days on the 
old plan. 
L. A. Goodman, secretary of the 
Missouri H orticultural society, recom ­ 
m ends settiqg tall-grow ing trees in the 
vicinity of buildings, t<\ protect them 


from lightning. The branches of a tree 
are as so many points conducting the 
electricity by the trunk to the ground, 
and hence the more upright the trees 
grow the better. 
The Lom bardy pop­ 
lar would seom to bo a good style of 
tree for this purpose, and much better 
than the broad-spreading oaks and 
elms. 
If tall trees near buildings can 
fin6 a constant supply of m oisture in 
the soil in which they grow, they will 
prove all the more perfect as lightning 
protectors. 
T rees will prove nest set 
on the northerly or westerly sides of 
buildings, or in the direction from 
which the showers usually travel. 
Few farm ers seem to understand 
the value of stanchions in feeding 
calves. They can be m ade very cheap­ 
ly out of any o?d boards lying around 
tho farm , aud save a world of time. 
(jive each calf tw enty inches space. 
Put a trough in front, spaced oft' so 
th at each calf gets his share and no 
more. 
They will soon learn to have 
their heads in position at feeding tim e 
and you can fasten and feed a dozen 
in a few m inutes. 
A fter they are 
done with the m ilk, give a little ground 
teed or corn and turn the whole lot 
into a yard where you have some nice 
hay in a rack. 
Ari experim ent was m ade at the 
New York experim ent station to de­ 
term ine 
distinctly 
the 
advantage 
gained by sprouting peas before plan t­ 
ing. an operation often practiced but 
not measured. 
The peas were sp ro u t­ 
ed in moist sand, and when the new 
shoots were over half an inch in length 
they were carefully planted. 
Along 
side the row containing these sprouted 
peas was another row, planted with 
unsprouted seed at the same time. 
The sprouted seed produced pods tit 
for use eight days before the others. 
Oue of the largest ranch sales m ade 
for some tim e has just been reported 
from Fort W orth, Texas. 
The sale is 
said to com prise tho entire property 
of the Espuely Land and C attle com­ 
pany. em bracing 70,000 head of cattle 
and 60,000 acres of land. 
It goes to an 
English 
syndicate 
incorporated 
in 
London. 
The consideration is not yet 
known, but the property is valued at 
$3,500,000. 
French bakers are m aking large m e 
of vaseline in cake and other pastry. 
Its advantage over lard or butter lies 
in the fact that, however stale the 
pastry may be, it will not become ran­ 
cid. 
The council of hygiene disap­ 
proves of the practice on the ground 
that the derivatives of petroleum con­ 
tain no nutrim ent. 
It does not say 
distinctly, however, that they are in­ 
jurious to health. 
According to the bulletin of the So­ 
ciety of N aturalists of Moscow,the hith 
erto unaccountable destruction of pine 
forests is caused by the ravages of a 
species of mushroom 
which takes 
grow th on the surface of the wood and 
afterw ard penetrates and destroys the 
tree. 
Maps are given in which the 
path of 
the destroying 
fungus is 
traced 
through 
the pine woods of 
Russia. 
A Mississippi paper says that there 
has recently lieen a noticeable grow th 
in the use of cottonwood for the m an­ 
ufacture of furniture. 
Recently a 
steam er took 100,000 feet from that 
locality to Cincinnati f'>r furniture- 
m aking 
purposes. 
There 
is 
a 
selvage of cottonwood all along the 
Mississippi, on the bottoms below 
Cairo. 
The Russian crop of wheat averages 
about 200,000,000 bushels per year, 
about one third of which is usually ex­ 
ported. 
The ability of her inhabitants 
to subsist upon so small a proportion 
of her wheat crop is doe to the fact 
that 
the 
rye 
crop averages about 
600,000,000 ' bushels, 
allo ut 
40,- 
000,000 of which are annually ex­ 
ported. 
Mr. Jacob Trungenw alt, of Phila­ 
delphia, has discovered that cattish 
skins may be tanned into elegant and 
serviceable leather. 
His first experi­ 
m ent was on a skin of a fish weighing 
about 160 pounds. 
He has now been 
engaged ia the business for several 
years, and finds it very profitable. 
A 
Virginia 
farm er 
recom m ends 
placing brush between the Tinges in 
which sweet potatoes grow, 
to allow 
support for the vines. He thinks better 
an I larger tubers are produced when 
the vines get the full benefit of the 
sun, as they do when they are raised 
from the g ro u n d 
The farm er kin^ of Alabam a is 
Bragg B. Comer, of Barbour county. 
He raised 2,250 bales of cotton last 
year, besides a large am ount ot corn. 
Ho has from eight thousand to ten 
thousand acres in cotton and corn this 
year, and says crop prospects were 
never better. 
An English horticulturist states that 
his crop of all kinds of fruit has greatly 
increased since he engaged in bee­ 
keeping and distributed dis hives about j 
his orchard aud plantation of bushes. 
This is the season to spread wood 
ashes, leached or otherwise, on grass 
land. 
A good bountiful finessing will 
m ake a very decided im provem ent, 
both on pasture and meadow lands. 
The clim ate of Iowa is reported to 
be changing, because farm ing has re­ 
moved tall, dense prairie grass and 
dried up the ponds and reservoirs of 
w ater that form erly abounded. 
A Colorado paper states that the ex­ 
perim ent of m aintaining a cowboy 
hospital is being tried at Fort Fetter- 
man, supported by funds contributed 
by the cowboys themselves. 
Delaware peach trees are covered 
with buds, and hopes are so high that 
over five hundred new orchards have 
been planted this year in the lower 
part of the peninsula. 
Russia and the United States are 
said to be the only countries in the 
world that have a sufficient num ber of 
horses for arm y purposes in case of 
war. 
English and Germ an houses have 
established agencies in various parts 
of A ustralia to purchase wool from the 
sheep-raisers. 
The C entral New Mexican Stock- 
Grow ers’ association represents IOO,OOO 
head of cattle, valued at $2,225,000.

The Merit O'. laird Bacon. 
It would heap too much honor upon 
Lord Bacon should he prove to be the 
author of the Shakespeare plays. 
But 
such an extra aw ard would carry out 
the scriptural “ To him that hath shall 
be given,” while from such a 
poor 
deer-stalker as W illiam Shakespeare 
shall be taken away what little he 
seemed to have. 
But Bacon even if he was a dram at­ 
ist did more as a philosopher than as 
a dram atist, for his philosophy has 
helped to make a great world while 
the plays have helped to m ake only a 
great stage. 
And yet the real truth is 
that no one man composed either the 
Baconian philosophy or the Shakesper- 
ian plays. They were both the slowcom- 
ing results of a long past. 
In Bacon 
and Shakespear the philosophy and 
the dram a reached a final climax and 
became ready for a large service. The 
plays are found far back of Shake­ 
speare aud the philosophy far back of 
Bacon. 
Bacon’s m erit lies iD the fact that 
he called the attention of scholars and 
thinkers to the value of earth and m ate­ 
rial sciences; and urged them to gather 
up terrestrial data instead of trans­ 
cendental data aud instead of seeking 
definitions 
of 
“ m ind,” 
“ soul, 
“ angel,” 
“ will,” 
fate,” 
“ m an,” 
“ horse” and “ eternity,” these thinking 
leaders should gather up all inform a­ 
tion possible about the soils, grains, 
winds, rains, instrum ents, machines, 
arts, and appliances of society, and 
then draw 
conclusions that 
would 
compel a general advance. 
Open any 
of the great books of the old world 
and there is an am azing omission of 
the domestic arts and sciences and a 
wonderful attention to things m oral, 
im aginary, fanciful, rom antic, 
and 
fantastic" 
Angels, 
imps, 
nymphs, 
large and sm all deities, dw arfs, giants 
and ghosts are born out of the fertile 
hum an fancy as sparks rise from a 
shaken fire, but in these thousands of 
years no thinking mind touches a plow 
or reaping knife or any im plem ent to 
m ake it do more good and with less 
labor. 
The ground is plowed with a 
crooked stick, the harvest is cut with 
a case-knife; aud while 
women and 
children are reaping, and thrashing 
the one-third crop, the ten thousand 
birds eat up a forth part of the ripe 
grain and another fourth part is taken 
by the tax-farm ers 
who scour the 
country like jackals at night on a bat­ 
tlefield". 
Hence 
great famines and 
diseaess came and swept away millions. 
The so-called thinking men were too 
>»usy in the regions of abstraction and 
Juicy to adm it of their bestowing any 
attention upon the study of harvest- 
tields, production, im plem ents, disease 
and health. 
Had not Rome gone down under her 
m ilitary m adness and the vices that 
resulted from her conquests, 
Lord 
Bacon 
would 
perhaps 
have been

and plain dress. 
The Latin mind had

otten wholly away from the transcen- 
ental regions and had fled from a 
million deities to alm ost none atall. In 
the Georgies of Virgil we seo the new 
thought and life that were passing in­ 
to the plow, the harrow , the soil, the 
orchard and the bee-hive, 
while in 
Pliny we note a study of nature that 
would do credit now to a W att or a 
Franklin O ran Edison. 
All things indicated an era of mate* 
rial advance. 
But this aw akening 
cam e too late. 
Rome was a sick man 
whose constitution was gone. 
Reason 
came too late, and goinj? into a rapid- 
dissolution, dissolute Rome handed 
over her begun sciences and inventions 
to the care of the Sixteenth C entury 
in which Bacon was to come. 
Dong 
was the interval between Virgil, Pliny 
and Lord Bacon. It was filled in chief­ 
ly by the affairs of religion and th* 
lofty decorations of religion. 
C hristianity did not m ake tee D ark 
Ages. 
They were m anufactured in 
the davs which ruined the Pagan splen­ 
dor; and Christianity bad to accept of 
a wreck of her inheritance. 
Goth, 
Vendal and every kind of wild and 
forlorn creature were to be found 
in 
the estate that passed into the hands 
of Constantine. The mysterious D ruids 
were on one border, the heathen on 
another, and the Norsemen were pass­ 
ing down through the centre.

C hristianity did not know anything ex­ 
cept the theology; and thus the hum an 
mind was turned toward the study of 
God and the house of God.

form er came theological studies, out 
of the latter came the tine arts.

He rises, and 
announces in a clear voice; “The Hon- 
i orable the Chief Justices and Associate 
Justices of the Supremo Court of the 
! United States,” whereupon lawyers and 
I spectators all get up on their feet. The 
rustling sound approaches, and there 
enters a procession of nine dignified old 
I men, clad in black silk gow ns that 
reach almost to their feet, with wide 
aleeves and ample skirts. At the head

The failure of the attempt to break 
up tho Mormon system by Congressional 
legislation does not, by any means, abow 
that the Mormon system will ultimately 
prevail in Utah. The operation of nat­ 
ural causes is certain, in the long nm. 
to sap tho foundations of polygamy. 
The railroads have already brought the 
Territory into communication with the 
rest of the country, and the development 
of the mines must ultimately bring in a 
large Gentile population—almost a'.to- 
gether male. A strong tendency in the 
direction of marriages between Gentile 
men and tile daughters of Mormon par­ 
ents must spring up. Indeed, |hj« is 
said to show itself already. 
There is no 
surplus of women in the We* t from 
which to recruit polygamous how aholds; 
tile births of the two sexes are always 
very nearly equal, and the Mormon 
population is no longer being rapidly 
increased from abroad, as it was in the 
times of tho early persecution of the 
church. 
It is n^w stationary, or nearly 
so, and tieing rapidly hemmed in by a 
community having a social aystem which 
ull experience shows is the only one per­ 
manently adapted to modern industrial 
life. 
As the Territory fills up, and the 
Mormons are brought more and more 
into relations with the rest of the world, 
one oi the strongest internal causes of 
disintegration will unquestionably be the 
sense of shame operating ujton the 
younger female generation. 
In the nat­ 
ural course of things, some of the daugh­ 
ters of Mormon householders must marry 
Gentiles, and others, w ho do not marry 
outside the church, will lie made keenly 
aware that they are surrounded by • 
community w hich regards their position 
as a degraded one. 
As long as they 
could keep themselves separated from 
the rest of the world, this Gentile feel­ 
ing was of very little consequence to 
them. 
It did not affect them in their 
•I lily life; it was something remote from 
them, which they dill not even need to 
disregard.

bus:ness purposes, but to a considerable extent 
the graceful pines were left standing in tke resi­ 
dence sections of th e town, ami there they stand 
to-dav, giving a plea-aot shade and filling tha 
air with a healthful, balsam ic fragrance. To my 
m ind, the most attractive features of the town arc 
the [>ark*, w here the den* nutiv*- growth of pines 
has been left undisturbed, and 
the street* of 
dwelling* running ort through the woods into dim 
recesses of shade. 
‘ T hat j»ark." said a citizen to 
me, “ is about a* spooky a place at night a* I ever 
saw . 
W hy, I know m any people in this town 
who w ouldn't go through it after lOo’clock for a 
thousand dollars." 
Perhaps these tim id people 
im agine that this little piece of the prim eval for­ 
est is haunted by the ghost* of some of the former 
Indian inhabitant*. 


T H E SHOPS. 


B rainerd ha* a stable population of al»out 8,Otto, 
w hich is increased when work is brisk in the 
shop*. It is essentially a shop town, 
The shops 
arc tho great factors in the life of the place. T ie 
business therm om eter rises and fall* w ith tits in ­ 
crease or decrea>e of traffic on tho N orthern P a ­ 
cific line. 
There is alw ays a steady, growing 
prosperity, however, as is show n by the num erous 
-tores, the excellent county building*, the spaci­ 
ous opera house, the fine large school house, and 
the big. handsom e hotel which wa* christened 
the ‘‘V illard," in the days of Henry V illard * m e­ 
teoric sn cees- 
The shops are m ade of Milwan- 
kes brick m ade in B rainard: they are on an e x ­ 
tensive scale, and contain all the be*t m odern 
m achinery and appliance* for the repairing of 
locomotive* and the m anufacture and repairing 
of car*. 
They occupy a plateau just east of the 
tow n and are separated from the business sec­ 
tion by a deep valley. On this plateau has grown 
up a very pretty little suburb of neat cottages 
owned by m echanics em ployed in the shops. The 
policy of the com pany is to m ake, as far as jjossi- 
ble. the variable portion of the shop force consist 
of single m en, so th at the m arried men shall be 
perm anently em ployed. This policy has been of 
great advantage to the tow n, bringing in on ex ­ 
cel lent class of m echanics, who have m ade th em ­ 
selves com fortable homes and 
are am ong the 
most publicspirited and conservative citizens of 
the place. 


THE WATER POWER PROJECT. 
Another new enterprise o f prim e im portance is 
the construction of a great dam a short distance 
above the railroad bridge, to furnish the second 
greatest w aterpow er iii the state. 
The B rainerd 
Boom and Dam Com pany has undertaken the 
work. and is to receive $50.h00 from Crow W ing 
county in the form of bonds. 
It is estim ated that 
$75,003 more will be required. 
The backw ater 
formed by the dam w ill, by cutting a short canal 
into G ilbert Luke, afford a safe still w ater storage 
reservoir for 300,000,000 feet of logs. There are 
two considerations which m ake the dam project 
apjiear one of great and certain business utility: 
Fir*!, the largest reserve of tim ber still rem aining 
in M innesota lies north o f B rainerd around th# 
headw aters of tile M ississippi, and, w ith a great 
w ater power provided, this w ill become the n a t­ 
ural lum bei m anufacturing point for shipm ent 
w estw ard to the treeless regions of D akota; and 
second the w heat of D akota, w hich now passes 
though B rainerd on its way to w ater transporta­ 
tion at D uluth, could profitably be ground here 
and shipped to m arket in the farm of flour. 
If 
the projector.* of tile dam are not altogether too 
sanguine in their expectations, a great m anufac­ 
turing city will grow uji here as soon as the power 
to drive its m ills is supplied-

Ute Market at a Small Cost—Indus­ 
trial Notea. 


for 


M aking the Most of Grass. 
in the portions of the west where 
large crops of corn are ordinarily 
raised the m ajority of farm ers rely on 
it for food to use in fattening all kinds 
of stock. 
If anim als intended for the 
butcher come through the w inter in 
poot condition they are likely to re­ 
main so till the corn crop is m ature. 
They are then fed liberally till they 
are in a condition to send to m arket. 
In m any cases they are kept in scanty 
pastures that are poorly prorided with 
shade and w ater. 
Often the pastures 
are overstocked, and the anim als have 
not a sufficient supply of grass, even 
if the season is favorable to its constant 
f 
growth. 
If it is unfavorable especial- 
v if there is a severe and long con­ 
tinued drought during the w arm er 
m onths, the anim als are in a poorer 
condition in the fall than they were in 
the spring. 
As food is scant}', they 
are obliged to w ander about in search 
of it during the entire day. 
Exposure 
to the hot sun makes them tired and 
restless at night. 
They are torm ented 
by insects, aud often suffer for w ant 
of cool water. 
Anim als cannot be ex­ 
pected to thrive under such circum ­ 
stances. 
In the fall they will be gaunt 
and unthrifty, and a very large am ount 
of corn will be required to put them 
in a condition to bring even medium 
prices in any m arket 
None will question the g reat value 
of corn in putting cattle, sheep, and 
hogs in the 
pro]>er condition 
for 
slaughtering. 
It is, however, very ex- * 
pensive food. It costs a large am ount 
of money to buy it and much hard 
labor to raise it. 
Meat is alw ays ex- I 
pensive that is produced wholly or 
chiefly by feeding corn. 
It may be 
necessary to the production of first 
class meat, but the stock-feeder should j 
Study how to use it to the best ad van- ! 
tage, and bow to produce good m eat 
with the sm allest am ount. 
Anim als 
should lie in good condition in respect 
to flesh before corn is afforded them as 
the principal article of food. 
Unless j 
they are in such condition they will 
bring little more than enough when 
fattened to pay for the com they have j 
consumed. 
The cornfield should be j 
Micondary to the pasture in the pro­ 
duction of meat. 
The pasture should ] 
•urnish fair beef and m utton, and the 
?ornlield should so im prove them that 
;hey will rank as prime. 
Stall feeding 
tnim als is often profitably as the last 
step in the process of preparing ani­ 
mals for the m arket, but there should I 
be several steps in the right direction 
before this final one. 
C attle and sheep 
should not come uf> to the feeding I 
trough in the fall in a lean condition. 
lf they do they will consum e so much 
corn as to render their feeding uupro- I 
Stable, or will be sent to the m arket I 
n no condition to bring good prices, 
.hat are only paid for w ell-fattened 
in im als. 
All anim als intended for the m arket 
n the fall or early part of the w inter 
ihould be liberally fed during the j 
iummer. 
Grass is not only the cheap­ 
ish but the best, food for them . 
if j 
abundant and of good quality it will 
furnish fat as well as flesh. 
Excellent j 
beef and m utton have been produced 
by grass allone. 
Good m arketable I 
steers aud w ethers have been taken 
Ii re d ly 
from the 
pasture to the 
slaughter-house. 
Tho pastures, how­ 
ever, w ere in the best condition in re­ 
spect to the variety of grass and clover, j 
were well supplied with w ater and 
shade, and were not overstocked. The 
food was so abundant that the anim als I 
jould eat their till during tho cooler 
lours of the m orning and could lie in j 
he shade in the heat of noon. 
They 
lid not have to travel a long distance 
co procure w ater or to drink that j 
which was warm and im pure. 
They 
had a supply of salt w thin easy reach 
of them , and ash ed or grove to shelter 
them during the prevalence of storm s 
or severe winds, 
ll a drought occur­ 
red during the time they were kept 
in the pasture they were supplied with 
grass cut in a neighboring field, with 
corn fodder, green rye, and a daily 
feed of some sort of grain. They were 
rendered com fortable, and com fort 
next to proper food aud shelter is es­ 
sential to the production of flesh aud 
fat. as it is tofh e form ation of milk. 
The sum m er is the tim e to lit old 
and poor anim als for the m arket, 
lf 
they come through the w inter in bad 
condition special attention should be 
given to them . 
Cows that have given 
milk through the winter, ews that 
have raised early lambs and are too 
old to breed again, aud w ethers whose 
teeth are im paired, should be put into 
a good pasture at the earliest day 
practicable. 
Grass is the proper food 
for them, and grass at this season of 
the year is superior to that which is 
produced later in the season. 
It is 
tender and sweet. 
It is easy to crop 
and easy to digest. 
If the pasture 
where the anim als are placed that are 
intended for the m arket in the fall 
does not produce sufficient grass some 
should be cut from au adjoining lichi 
in order to keep up the proper am ount 
of food. Every farm er and stock-feeder 
should decide iii the spring w hat ani­ 
m als he has on his place that have 
seen “ their best days1’ and can be dis­ 
posed of to the best advantage. 
He 
should then loose no time in getting 
them in good condition for the m ar­ 
ket, 
The earlier he begins the sm aller 
will be the expense and the hotter the 
results. 
It the season is favorable 
the chances are that they m ay be 
put in condition for the m arket w ith­ 
out other food than that afforded by 
the pasture where they are kept.— 
Chicago Tim es. 


Industrial Brevities. 
As early as 1G17 tobacco was raised 
n Virginia, and the price was fixed by 
;he governor at 3 shillings per pound. 
lo u r years later it figured as an article 
of export. 55.00 > pounds having l>oen 
sect to Holland in 1621. 
The yield 
had become so plentiful in 1639*that 
the price was 3 pence per pound. 
In 
1676 England collected JLI35,OOO in 
duties on V irginia and M aryland to­ 
bacco im ported into that country. 
In 
1729 it took 300 vessels to carry the to­ 
bacco sent to England, and the yearly 
exports approxim ated £600,000. 
For 
the 90 years ending with 1879 the ship­ 
m ents of tobacco from Am erica wore 
14,106,000,000 pounds. 
Allowing that 
eaeh vessel carried on an average of 
600 hogsheads, there m ust have been 
19,224 ships em ployed, equal to 221 
vessels per annum . 
D uring the past 
quarter of a century the yield has been 
increased 
from 
about 
130,00th OOO 
pounds to about 580,OOO,IKM) pounds. 
The m onthly report of the Kansas 
state board of agriculture says: 
The 
m onth has been exceedingly favorable 
for fruit, and there will be a large crop 
of all kinds, except peaches, in all por­ 
tions of the state having bearing trees. 
The counties lying along the southern 
bor er of the slate in the south cen­ 
tra d section will have an abundant 
peach crop, the pronate being more 
flattering than for several 
seasons 
past. 
The second tier of counties 
from the south, in this section, will 
have a fair crop of peaches—m uch 
larger than th at of last year. 
Nearly 
every county in the state, out-fide of 
the sections nam ed, reports a total 
failure as to peaches, the severity of 
the w inter and early spring preventing 
a 
crop. 
Small 
fruits, 
especially 
grapes, prom ise to be abundant in all 
sections. 
It may not generally be known th at 
the English w alnut is the m ost profit­ 
able of 
all 
the 
nutbearing 
trees. 
When in* full bearing they will yield 
about 300 pounds of nuts to the tree. 
The nuts sell at 8 cents per pound; or 
$24 to the tree. 
If only twenty-seven 
trees are planted on an aero, says a 
Los Angeles orchardist, the income 
would be $549 per acre, or, from 
tw enty acres, $10,IWO per year. 
The 
Los Angeles orchardist has placed the 
num ber of trees per acre entirely too 
low. 
Double that num ber of trees can 
be advantageously crow n on an acre. 
If you have a shrub, herbaceous ] 
plant, or tree of any kind, that is dif- J 
ficult to kill, but which you wish to be 
rid of with the least am ount of trouble 
m d expense, do not attem pt to kill it 
Qy cutting off at the roots at this sea­ 


son of the year, but let it alone until 
in full leaf, or until near the tim e 
when it ceases grow ing for the year. 
J u lj\ or early in August, 
will be a 
suitable tim e for most trees-and shrubs, 
while herbaceous plants may be cut off 
close to the surface when they are in 
full bloom. 
Experim ents in ostrich-farm ing in 
Victoria having 
proved successful, 
Q ueensland farm ers are recom m ended 
to adopt the industry, for which the 
clim ate of their colony is peculiarly 
well suited. 
The Cape governm ent, 
probably to cheek A ustralian 
and 
C alifornian rivalry, have placed a duty 
of £100 a pair on 'ostrich es exported. 
This is a very fortunate circum stance 
for the pioneers of ostrich-farm ing in 
the countries nam ed, as it greatly in­ 
creases the value of the birds which 
they breed. 
A local paper strongly advocates the 
establishm ent of b atter factories in 
south A ustralia, on (lie ground th at if 
the present low price of wheat is to 
continue the farm ers m ust engage iii 
dairy-farm ing o r go to the wall, and 
private dairying is too badly m anaged 
to be successful. 
Not one dairy in 
fifty, it says, is properly constructed, 
the rudest appliances are used, aud 
tile overw orked farm ers’ wives 
or 
hired girls are unable to do all that 
could 
be done with g reat saving of 
labor in a factory. 
A curious phenom enon is reported 
from some of the vineyards in the 
province of Mal age. 
According to 
Spanish papers, plants attacked by tile 
phylloxera and given up as practically 
dead have lieguii to show m arked 
sym ptom s of vitality due, it is believ­ 
ed in the localities, to the destruction 
of the insect by gases or electrical con­ 
ditions consequent on tile earthquakes 
in that district. 
At C harleston, S. C., there is a 
m ethod of preparing tiles which it is 
claim ed renders them suitable 
for 
paving roadw ays subjected 
to Hie 
heaviest traffic. 
By this process the 
bricks or tiles are first heated in an 
oven. where they are covered with 
sand; when taken out they are plunged 
into m elted asphaltum , 
and 
then 
placed ou racks, w here the excess eau 
flow from the blocks. 
At a recent sale of Holstein cattle at 
Troy, O., thirteen cows 
averaged

Corn th a t is thoroughly ripened on 
the stalks in the field, well dried in 
the sun, traced up and placed in a 
room, possesses 
rem arkable vitality. 
Some seed corn was dispose** of at an 
auction sale in V erm ont in the spring 
of 1883 said to be thirty years old, but 
it sprouted readily aud produced a 
large crop. 


A Lost OpjHirtuuity. 
Through the pig-headed ness or lack 
of public spirit on the p art of a firm of 
attorneys in St. Louis the world has 
lost one of those opportunities which 
cam e but once in a life-time. 
The occasion was a suit in the C rim i­ 
nal Court, the defendants being two 
noted m edium s who were on trial for 
fraud in producing alleged “ spiritual 
m anifestations.” 
To the reality and 
good faith of the m anifestations as 
well as to their spiritual origin there 
were num erous witnesses. They were, 
however, of 
the 
stereotyped sort. 
T here were the observers who go lo a 
“ seance” to see aunts and other re- I 
latives, and who are determ ined to be J 
deceived. 
There was the credulous J 
professional man, who wrent “ m erely 
in the interest of science,” and was 
startled to find him self conversing I 
w ith the spirit of his fir^t love, who re­ 
peated whole passages from his last 
letter to her, but could tell nothing 
about his first letter to her successor. 
There was the life-long spiritualist 
who could not have been persuade*! by 
any device known to intelligence that 
there wa- any trickery or guile in peo- 1 
pie who professed to bring up the spir­ 
it of bis dead grandm other still hear- j 
ing the m ark of the cancer which ter­ 
m inated her career in the flesh. 
And 
there were other witnesses of the same 
sort, the witnesses 
that wre always 
hear from w hen the doings of these 
charlatans are called in question. 
Recognizing the unsatisfactory na­ 
ture of this testim ony, and desirous 
of prom oting the ends of justice, the 
presiding Judge proposed, with re­ 
m arkable liberality, that the defen- j 
dants should call the spirits them- 1 
selves as witnesses. 
The spirits, he 
urged, had been represented as eager 
to establish the truth of spiritualism ; j 
why not call oue or more of them to 
the witness stand? 
“ Why not show 
me,” he said, “ that there m edium ship 
of actual com m unication with tho dead 1 
by practical illustration? 
lf there is a 
friendly relationship existing between 
the medium ami the spirits of the de- j 
parted, as insisted upon by the de­ 
fense in this case, why should not said 
spirits tie eager * > display them selves j 
on this stage of aetiou and vindicate j 
the defendants?” 
Hail thi* proposal been accepted tin* 
world m ight to-day be in possession of i 
conclusive proot in respect to a sub­ 
ject concerning which there is the j 
very broadest 
diversity of opinion, 
a n n a t times the tierces' conflict. 
Hail ! 
the spirits appeared, had they testified 
on oath. had they w ithstood the blan­ 
dishm ents of tin* attorneys on their 
own side anti the w ithering cross-ex- t 
am ination of the opposing counsel, 
there would have been a basis such as 
there is not now fur 
belief in their 
existence, and in their generous ser­ 
vice of the m ediums who subsist on 
their alleged bounty. 
The skeptic 
would have been confounded and the 
hearts of believers would have been 
correspondingly elate*!. 
On the other 
hand if the spirits had refused to obey 
the subpena or to testify when sum ­ 
moned, or had their testim ony been 
adverse to the m edium istic theory, the 
cause of truth would have been im­ 
m easurably advanced, aud the light 
of wisdom would have been turned on 
for the benelit of 
future generations 
with the power of forty statues (fully 
pedestaled) of liberty enlightening the 
world. 
But it was not to lie. 
Re­ 
gardless of the enorm ous public in ter­ 
ests at stake, oblivious to tile w elfare 
of future generations yet unborn, the 
callous counsel for the defense refused 
to accept the proposition of the court. 
The golden opportunity was lost aud 
may never occur again.— Detroit Free 
Press.

('h ick s Read in the S hell. 
In the opinion of those who hatch 
m any chickens, and give them thought­ 
ful attention, there are often many 
chicks found dead in the shell, at all 
steps of grow th by incubation. 
There 
are degrees of fertility in the anim al 
as well as vegetable kingdom , and the 
same results are experienced in the 
grow th of fowls, as in the grow th of 
vegetation. 
Bv degrees of fertility in vegetation, 
we m ean that a plant may have a por­ 
tion of its seeds w elldeveloped, plum p 
aud well proportioned, containing the 
germ for the production of strong and 
healthy plants, aud, wlieu planted, 
will germ inate and produce its kind 
in strong and vigorous plants. On the 
other hand, tln*re are seeds from tho 
same plant which are shriveled and 
deform ed, as it were, and when plant­ 
ed will not grow-, and many of them , 
to all actual appearances, are but little 
inferior to the best; but, if they germ ­ 
inate at all, they will produce a weak, 
sickly plant, and while struggling, as 
it were, for existence, in a little w hile 
w ill droop and die. 
This is the result 
of different degrees of fertility; those 
having 
strong and 
healthy germ s 
produce strong and vigorous plants, 
and those with frail j^nd sickly germ s 
produce the same character of plants, 
until we come to those with insufficient 
strength and vigor even to germ inate. 
The same principle holds with tho 
egg as with the seed, and while to ail 
appearances our hens may be strong, 
healthy aud vigorous, yet there may­ 
be lurking back som ething that will 
render them incapable of producing 
eggs with the full degree of fertility. 
On the other hand, it may be t lie fault 
of the male, aud it m akes no difference 
how’ strong and vigorous our hens 
may be, if the male is deficient in th at 
respect, the result w-ill Ik* the sam e—a 
failure to hatch—a failure of the germ 
to m ature. 
Then, again, our hens 
and cocks may be all right; be strong, 
healthy and vigorous, and there will 
be some conditions in their life, neces­ 
sary for the full developm ent of the 
generative process, anti a failure in 
that respect will cause the sam e re­ 
sults in the degrees of fertility. U nfor­ 
tunately. W eare unable to understand 
all the*** causes, which operate against 
the production of the young, and can 
only on general principles select the 
strongest and most vigorous to breed 
from, and not at any tim e hatch a 
chick Irom an egg laid bv a hen of 
w hich we have any doubt. 
That there 
is this degree of fertility and strength 
in tho egg, there eau be no doubt, as 
reason and common sense will con­ 
vince us that if all the conditions are 
the same, and all tile eggs are subject 
to the sam e conditions in hatching, if 
one egg will hatch, all will. 
We see 
this dem onstrated more chiefly with 
incubators, when each and every egg 
placed in the hatcher m ust of necessi­ 
ty be subject to the same conditions 
all th*? way through, and yet we will 
have them in all stages of incubation. 
Some eggs will produse stroug and 
vigorous chicks, others weakly ones, 
and some with chicks dead in tho 
shells, at all periods from the twelfth 
up to the tw entieth day, when tho 
cfiick is ready to break through tho 
shell and come forth to enjoy life w ith 
the balance. 
We can see from the 
above how unjust to blame the breed- j 
er, for he canuot by any of the light­ 
er experiences of others, tell the fact 
beforehand, or the cause afterw ard, of 
such results.— Texas Farm and Ranch,. I 


HEADING MADE EASY. 


Explanations of Changes and (he Arrange­ 
ment of the New Version of the Old 
T estam en t. 
The following extracts from an early 
copy of this work will enable the 
reader to form a correct opinion of 
leading changes m ade in the new ver­ 
sion of the bible. 
Changes In the Pentateuch. 
The first feature that arrests atten ­ 
tion here is the printing of the poetical 
portions in the form of verse. 
We 
have instances in the blessing of Jacob 
(Gen. xlix.), tho song of trium ph at 
the Red sea,(xxv.); the rapt utterances 
of Balaam (Num . xxiii, anil xxiv.), 
and the song and the blessing of Moses 


dwelt at Jerusalem “in the college, 
but the word means, as the revision 
has it,“the second quarter” of the city, 
probably an addition recently made to 
its inclosure. 
In ii. Chronicles, in the authorized 
version, wre read of oxen that com ­ 
passed the m olted sea “ ten in 
a 
cubit,” which is impossible. 
The re­ 
vision has it “ for ten cubits.” 
The word “ devils,” in xi., 15, is in ­ 
correct, aud is therefore rendered lit­ 
erally, “ he goats.” 
The last words of 
this chapter, “ and he desired m any 
wives,” which in tho authorized ver­ 
sion only repeat w hat has been al­ 
ready said, are m ade in the revision to 
have a sense winch is legitim ate and 
in harm ony with the connection. “ And 
at the end of his life (lieut, 
xxxii. 
he sought for them [the sons just men- 
and xxxiii.). Also as in shorter texts, 
as the song of La mech (Gen. iv.), the 
prophecy of Noah 
(Gen. ix ) , the 
Lord’s answ er lo Rebecca (Gen. xxv.), 
the blessing of Isaac ((Hen. xxvi.), the 
song of the well (N um . xxi.), and tho 
abrupt ode on tho downfall of Moab 
(ibid). 
The form of these passages shows 
that they belong to that poetical feel­ 
ing and habit which pervades the en­ 
tire life and history of the Hebrews. 
IN hatever moved the heart was set in 
song, w hether it was the discovery of 
a fountain in the desert, or joy over 
some great victory. 
The revision has 
wisely given the verse form only to 
those passages which by their origin 
and structure, compel one to see in 
them an outburst of poetical feeling. 
I he following selection of passages 
which have been changed in the re­ 
vision is intended as a specimen of the 


Honed J many wives.’ 
In the poetical books “ sheol” re­ 
places “ hell,” which has been chanc­ 
ed in prose passages to “ the grave 
and “ tho pit,” with “ sheol” in the 
m argin. 
“ Of these renderings, hell,” 
says the preface, “ if it could be taken 
iu its original tense as used rn the 
creeds would be a fairly adequate 
equivalent for the Hebrew word, but 
it is so commonly understood as the 
place of torm ent that to employ it fre­ 
quently would lead to inevitable m is­ 
understanding. 
In Isaiah xiv., where “ hell” is used 
in more of its original sense, the re­ 
visers have left “ hell” in tho text, 
putting “ sheol” in the m argin. 
JOB. 
i., 5, “ Cursed God” is rendered “ re­ 
nounced God. ” 
In iii., 8, the change of “ m ourning” 
into “ leviathan” (the m arginal road­ 
work done, and of the principles upon ! ing of the authorized version, is do- 
which it has been carried out: 
GENESIS. 
In the first chapter the putting of 
each day's work in a separate para­ 
graph aids the common reader. 
In 
iv., 23, the song of Larneeh is made 
more intelligible by m aking the sec­ 
ond couplet read: * “ For I have slain 
a man for w ounding me, And a young 
man for bruising m e.” 
In xiii., I: “ Abraham went up out 
of E g y p t. . . into the South.” The 
printing of the last word with a capi­ 
tal letter shows that it refers to a 
definite region (the Negeb), and thus 
avoids the incongruity of the authori­ 
zed version in leading oue to think 
that the patriarch reached Palestine 
by going south from Egypt. 
In v., IM, “ The plain of Mature which 
is in H ebron" is changed lo “ The 
oaks of M amre which are in H ebron,” 
because tli:s is the m eaning of th*? 


mantled by fidelity. 
la v., 7, the reasoning of Eliphaz is 
sadly perplexed in tho authorized ver­ 
sion by m aking him say “ although 
affliction com eth not, etc., yet man 
fs born to trouble." etc.; whereas, 
what lie says is really as the revision 
gives it: 
For affliction com eth not forth of the 
dust neither doth trouble spring out 
of the ground; but man is born unto 
trouble 
As the sparks fly upw ard. 
Sorrow does not com e from natural 
causes, but from m an’s sinful nature. 
In viii., 13, as in seven other places, 
“ hypocrite” is changed to “ godless 
m an," which is the true m eaning of 
the word. 
In ix., 29, “ If I lie w icked'’ is justly, 
and with great advantage to the sense, 
m ade to read: “ I shall be condem ned.” 
In the very diflieult verse, xi., 12, 
Hebrew, and there is no plain in Heb- the revision renders: 
ron or vicin ity, 
(b o xiv., 13, 
aud 
x v iii., I,) 
In x v iii., 19: “ For I 
know that he 
w ill com m and his children 
and 
his 
household after h im ,” is ch an ged to 
“ For I have know n 
him to 
the end 
that he m ay com m an d, e tc .” 
In x x iv ., 2: “ A braham said to his 
eld est servan t o f his h o u se,” is m ade 
to read. “ A braham said to h is servant, 
the eld er o f bis h o u se,” w hich is w hat 
the H ebrew m eans.

In the song of trium ph after pass­ 
ing the Rod sea (Exodus xv.) the viv­ 
idness and p(H*tieal grandeur of the 
lyric are shown in the revision by the 
change of the past tense in to ' the 
present in xv., 5-7 , and of the future 
into the past in xv. 14-16—a change 
required by the original. 
In the obscure passage (Exodus xvii. 
16) the text retains the rendering of 
the authorized version while Che m ar­ 
gin give* the more literal sense of the 
Hebrew, 
“ Because there is a band 
(i. e., the hand of Amalett) against 
the throne of Hie Ioord [therefore! the 
Lord will have w ar with Ainaleh from 
generation to generation.” 
In the second com aland men t (xx., 
5) we have a slight change, “ Visiting 
the iniquity of the fathers upon the 
children, upon the third and upon the 
fourth generation of them th at hate 
rue. 
(the exact sense of the origi­ 
nal). 
T he sixth com m andm ent (v., 13) is, 
after the pattern of the prayer-book 
and the authorized version in M att. 
xix.: IM, given as “Thou shalt do no 
m urder, 
and the sam e at lieut, v., 
17. 
The advantage of this rendering 
is that it needs no lim itation or ex­ 
planation. 
To kill is often lawful, and 
som etim es a duty, bul to tlo murder is 
w rong always and everywhere. 
“ Tabernacle of the congregation” 
is changed to “ tent of m eeting.” 
In the word “Jehovah” the author­ 
ized version is followed, the revisers 
not thinking it advisable to insert it 
uniform ly in place of “ Lord” 
or 
“ God,” which when printed in sm all 
capitals represent the words substitu­ 
ted by Jew ish custom for the ineffable 
name. 
O f technical term s from the Hebrew, 
one in three seems to have been gener­ 
ally introduced. 
The word “ grave” 
(Judges vi., 8) has been replaced bv 
“ ashera,” with its plurals “ asherim ^’ 
and “ asherith.” 
Til** H istorical Books.

The interrogation in i., 3. as to Aha- 
ziah s folly in consulting the god of 
Ekron when he was sick, gains much 
in force and vividness by tieing put, 
a* the Hebrew dem ands, in a positive 
form: 
“ Is it because there is no good 
in Israel th at ye go to inquire of Baal- 
Zebub?” 
The addition of tile m argin to ii. 9, 
forbids the common m istake of sup­ 
posing chat Elisha asked to have twice 
as much of the spirit as Elijah hail. 
He asked a first-born's portion in his 
m aster’s spirit. 
In viii., 2. the addition of the words 
in italics 
hun," to the state­ 
ment “ and he settled his countenance 
steadfastly,” removes an am biguity by 
showing th at it was the steady gaze of 
Elisha that put Hazael to shame. 
In ix., 8, and everyw here, the term 
“ man child” expresses Hie full sense, 
and does away with a disagreeable 
form of speech. 
(A sim ilar euphem ­ 
ism is introduced in xvii., 27.) 
In xii., 4, 
the 
phrase 
“ current 
m oney/' which exactly renders the 
Hebrew, displaces the obscure state­ 
ment. 
"Even the money of everyone 
that passe th the account?' 
Many readers have stum bled at the 
statem ent (xxii. 
14.) 
th at 
H uldah 


But a vain man would 
though man is born as a 
colt. 
Ami puts in the margin one of the 
most probable of the many other ren- 
* darings, some of which show that if 
i the charge in the text is not true of 
I race, if is of some members of it. 
In xii., 5, th® obscure comparison of 
’ a man ready to fall to “ a lamp de- 
i spised” disappears in the revision, 
! which renders faithfully and clearly, 
j “ In the thought of him that is at ease 
there is contempt f^r misfortune; it is 
really for them whose foot slippeth.” 
We are glad to see that the common 
! version of xiii., 15, “ Though he slay 
me, vet will I trust him,” is substan­ 
tially retained, though most critics 
give it a different sen***. 
In v., 27, the obscure “ saltest a 
print upon the heels of my feet” be­ 
come* “drawest a line about the soles 
of ray feet” —i. e., “ keepest me a 
prisoner.” 
The revision rentiers xvii., ll: “ Are 
the consolation of G od/’ etc., more 
literally and forcibly, thus: 
“ Are the 
| consolations of God too small for thee, 
and the wort! that dealeth gently with 
thee?” 
So in xvi., 21, it makes Job express 
the wish that his witness. God. would 
, see right done him both w ith God and 
with men. 
The touching passage xvii., lo, IG, 
j “ Where i* now my hope they shall go 
j down,” etc., is so altered as to show 
jo b ’s conviction that the hoj»e held 
before him by his friends, instead of 
, being realize*!, will go down with him 
when once he finds rest in the grave. 
Thus: 
Where, then. I* nay hop**? 
And as for my hope, who shall see fit 
It »hal! go down to the bar* of sheol, 
When one** there 
rest In the dust. 
In xviii., 15., the meaningles* words, 
“ It shall dwell in his tabernacle, be- 
■ cause it is none cif his” become: 
“There shall dwell in his tent that 
which is non** of his” —viz., strangers. 
The notable passage xix., 25-27, is 
j greatly clarified. 
Th*) offensive and 
needless mention 
of 
“ worms,*4 to 
w hich there is nothing answering it in 
the Hebrew, is dropped. 
Job had just 
I expressed a wish for a punctual rec­ 
ord of his words that coming genera­ 
tions might know his claim to recti­ 
tude. 
This, however, was not enough. 
Hence he adds: 
“ But I know,” — 
whatever their opinion may be, — “ I 
know that my redeemer liveth.” This 
vindicator will eta lid up upon the 
earth in a future day, and Job will see 
Him. 
That vision of God will lie all 
that he needs, as it is aa assurance of 
peace and reconciliation. 
It will be 
from his flesh, and as his body is said 
to have been destroyed, it must be 
from a new body. which implies a re­ 
surrection. 
In the margin are stated 
the other and more generally accept­ 
ed view’s, which confider the vision as 
made “ without the flesh” —i. e., in a 
disembodied state, and that Job sees 
God “on my side” —i. e., favorable, 
and “ not a stranger” —i. e., not hos­ 
tile or estrange*!. 
The last clause: 
“My reins art* consumed within me,” 
is an expression of intense longing. 
THE PSALMS. 
The Psalms are definitely divided 
into five books, the last four beginning 
respectively at l*s. xiii., lxiii., xe., ami 
cvii. 
In Ps. viii., 5, man is said “ to have 
been made a little lower than God,” 
w hich exactly conforms to the Hebrew. 
The authorized version, “ lower than 
the angels,'1 was taken from viii.. 5, 
and copied by the vulgate and quoted 
in Hebrews (ii, 7,) where they answer 
the needs of the writer’s argument. 
But the quotation in the now transla­ 
tion affords no reason for overlook­ 
ing 
the strength of 
the Hebrew. 
The use of J ehovah (in place of 
Loud) in tho first verse and the last 
adds to the force and beauty of the 
Psalm. 
r 
In Psalm ix. the confusion and ob­ 
scurity of verse 6 are removed by a 
version which brings God’s overthrow 
af the wicked into marked contrast 
with the fact that He sits as King for­ 
ever. 
In Psalms x. every verse, except tho 
first, is more or less changed, w ith tho 
effect on the whole of greatly increas­ 
ing the vividness of the characteriza­ 
tion. 
In xi., 2, tho substitution of “ in 
darkness” for “ privily” is one of many 
instances in which a literal version is 
more expressive than ail)’ paraphrase. 
The sixteenth Psalm is greatly im­ 
proved. 
Its general theme is that 
God is all in all to the believer, and 
this is well given in the new reading 
of verse 2: “ I have said unto the 
Lord, ’I hon art my Lord, I have no 
good beyond Thee.’4 
In verse ll) the revision substitutes 
for the misleading “ in hell” the literal 
rendering “ to sheol,” which means 
that the singer’s soul is not to be aban­ 
doned to the state of tho dead. 
The 
change cf the same word in xviii., 5, 
shows that the writer there was not 
complaining of hellish sorrow’s, but of 
the network of the unseen world clos­ 
ing around him. 
“The cords of sheol 
were round about me.”

“ W ho is this that com eth from 
Edom with dyed garm ents from Boz­ 
ra h ,” etc., is greatly helped by repre­ 
senting the conqueror as “ m arching” 
rather thau “ traveling” in the g reat­ 
ness of his strength, and by a more 
vigorous rendering of the last clause 
of verse 6, but especially by preserv­ 
ing tho p re te rit tenses of the origi­ 
nal. 
Correction of Acknowledged Errors. 
There are m any renderings declared 
to bo incorrect by all lexicons and 
com m entaries of a critical character, 
for exam ple, the word hypocrite is 
found eight times in the book of Job, 
yet in not one of them does the origi­ 
nal term have that meaning. 
So one 
of the oblations m entioned often in 
Pentateuch and elsew here is called a 
“ m eat offering,” which leads the read­ 
e r to suppose that it is an anim al sac­ 
rifice, whereas tho H ebrew means an 
unbloody oblation, and is correctly 
rendered “ meal offering.”

In a letter recently recived from Bur- 
mah a characteristic sketch is given in 
illustration of the state of the country 
under its present ruler, in which it is 
stated that at Sagine there is what is 
called the King’s workshop, which was 
erected at the instance of the last ruler 
at an enormous expense, his idea being 
to build steamers tor his own and the 
country’s use. 
The shipbuilding yard 
is at Mandalay, and the place at Sabine 
was designed as a foundry, in which 
cast and wrought 
iron 
was to be 
treated. 
Two 
large furnaces, 
fif­ 
teen boilers, three furnaces for cast 
iron, seven largo engines, five roll­ 
ing mills for bar iron, and a quantity of 
other machinery 
(including a large 
steam-hammer, lathes, punching and 
shearing machines, and stone and ore 
crushers) have been put down. 
All 
that is required is to start the fire and 
raise steam; yet this valuable property 
is meantime cvergrown with the prod­ 
ucts of the soil. The large steam-ham­ 
mer is twined round with the beautiful 
creepers; from out of one of the furnaces 
grows a large prickly cactus; the roll­ 
ing mills are shaded with large tree 
ferns. 
The machinery, however, is not 
rusted, though nearly ten yearsdiave 
elapsed since tho last king day! 
The 
works were suspended at his death, and 
the present king will neither spend 
more money on the undertaking nor 
sell it to others.

NEW S SUMMARY. 


D isastrous E arth q u a k e In India. 
News has reached Bombay of a disastrous 
earthquake in Cashmere, India. 
The shocks 
i»egan Sunday the Gist and have continued at 
intervals 
of 
ten 
minutes 
ever 
since. 
The shocks wero very serious 
at 
Ser- 
inagur, the capital of Cashmere. 
The bar 
ra 'k s, in which several hundred soldiers wero 
quartered, were destroyed, collapsing so sud 
denly that nearly half the men were im prison­ 
ed in the debris. 
Fifty are known to have been 
killed, while 100 were more or less injured. 
A 
portion of the city lias been demolished, while 
v**ry few of therem aining buildings escaped 
injury many having large rents made in thorn. 
Herinagur is near the center of the vale of 
Cashmere, and the whole territory experi­ 
enced tin terrible earthquake shocks. 
The 
damage caused throughout the vale is enor­ 
mous. 
The loss in cattle alone is very great 
The affrighted people seem to be utterly help­ 
less, and succor is being sent them as rapidly 
as the Indian authorities can organize relief. 
Many of the houses, on account of the large 
rents in the walls, 
must lie 
razed. 
The 
shocks have not yet ceased, which greatly re­ 
tards the work of rescuing the people pinned 
'down in the debris, and it is feared that many 
of these must perish before they can Ik; 
reached. 
The Mohamraendan mosque, in the 
little town of Sopur. twenty miles north of 
Herinagur, was demolished and 200 persons 
were killed.

Gustave Do Paetz, a German actor, died 
in Now York, recently of a cancer at the 
root of the tongue similar to that which 
afflicts 
General 
Grant. 
“There 
was 
a 
marked similarity in the two cases,” said the 
physician, “even to the anparent partial re­ 
covery of the actor. 
Ho was lirst taken sick 
about a year ago, with a feeling or irritation, 
as though a lly had lodged in his throat 
He 
gradually 
grew 
w« ak, 
and 
had 
every 
symptom which the 
physicians 
of Gen­ 
eral 
Grant 
sav 
ho 
had. 
He 
sank 
rapidly, and three months ago 1 thought 
he could not live 18 hours. 
He rallied, how­ 
ever, and in a fortnight he could walk. 
It was 
necessary thou for me to seo him only once a 
week. 
His strength was kept up on the yolks 
of raw eggs beaten, 
lie took also small quan­ 
tities of wiue and beer. 
“ He took the greatest interest in General 
Grant's 
sickness, 
and on awaking every 
morning he wanted Ins morning newspaper 
brought to him, that he might loam how his 
disease was progressing. 
When General Grant 
was recovering from lus severe attack, M. De 
Paetz was sinking. 
“ ‘All.’ ho said, ' ‘General Grant cannot get 
well; I know lie can’t, if 1 c a n 't” 
‘‘Hemorrhages from the throat gradually 
weakened him. 
lie remained lor days in a 
dying condition, and dually died of exhaus­ 
tion.

H e had no such claims to the hospitalities of 
Englishmen as Ins predecessor, Mr. Lowell, 
and therefore the Haltering reception that had 
been accorded to him was all the more gratify­ 
ing. 
He ascribed the warmth of Ins w e lc o m e , 
to the natural love between Englishmen and 
Americans, which was fostered and constantly 
broadened and deepened by their great inter­ 
national intercourse. 
He assured his hearers 
of the pleasure w ith which Americans viewed 
tiie settlement of the questions at issue betw eeu 
England and Russia, and eulogized the British 
judiciary, whose decisions were revered in 
America.

Two of tho notoriou s R ainsba rgor Broth­ 
ers Lynched at Eidora, Hardin County, 
Iowa. 
Klpoba, Iowa, Special Telegram, June 5.—A 
mob of a hundred masked men surrounded the 
Hardin county jail here at 1 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, over)lowered 
the jailer, broke 
down 
the door* aud captured Finn and Mans 
Rainsbarger, 
brothers, 
who 
were 
yester­ 
day arrested for firing upon two prom­ 
inent citizens who were driving over to 
Steamboat Rock. 
After being captured they 
were shot until they were unrecognizable by 
the infuriated mob. 
Tho trouble which cul­ 
minated in this tragedy occurred last fall, when 
Enoch Johuson, father of Rainsbarger's wife, 
was found dead not far from his home. 
At 
first appearance it seemed that he had been 
thrown from his horse, dragged by the stirrup, 
ond trampled to death. Suspicion finally attach­ 
ed to Nathan Rainsbarger and his brother Will­ 
iam. 
They were arrested and ou examina­ 
tion were committed to jail. 
The wife of Nath­ 
an and daughter of tho murdered man was & 
witness, and she told a touching story of how 
the suspicion had grown upon her that her 
husband waH the guilty man. 
The two broth 
ers being in jail, three others began a bold and 
systematic course of 
persecuting ami in­ 
timidating 
all who lutil been instrum en­ 
tal in the prosecution. 
Men 
were am ­ 
bushed in the night, had horses shot down 
under them, and various acts of like character 
were jierpetratod. 
Finally Wednesday’s at­ 
tack made enduranoe no longer possible to the 
citizens, 
ileuce the mob and results narrated 
above. 
The facts as to tho deed for which the 
lynched men wore arrested were these: 
I-ate 
Wednesday afternoon, 
Dr. 
Underwood 
of 
Eidora was called in consultation with a 
plijsician from Steamboat Rock, over a case 
near Robertson, twelve miles from Eidora 
He was accompanied by Dr. Uitenonr, a dentist 
of Eidora, and on their return after night, they 
were fired at by four parties in ambush. 
The 
doctors being armed, returned the fire, aud the 
would lie assassins fled. 
Several shots struck 
the buggy, aud one passed through Dr. Under­ 
wood's coat, but neither gentleman was in­ 
jured. 
Yesterday 
morning warrants were 
issued Ifor the 
arrest 
of 
William Finn 
and 
K. M. 
Rainsbarger, 
brothers, 
and 
Edward Johns, and they wero arrested last 
evening. 
The Rainsbarger's were brothers of 
the two boy# now on trial for the murder of 
Enoch Johnson last fall aud Johns is a son of 
Henry John* who died recently from the^ef- 
fecta of the wounds received at the hands of a 
mob who ambushed him near his home one 
night. 
He was also uncle of tho Rainsbarger 
boys and was furnishing the money to defend 
them on the charge of the m urder of Johnson. 
The latter, it is believed was killed that tho 
murderers might get the $15,999 insurance on 
his life. 
The lynching of Finn and Mouse Rainsbar­ 
ger is really the result of an old feud that has 
been brewing in Hardin county for many years, 
it originated in a family quarrel a groat many 
years ago, and culminated last year in tie m ur­ 
der of Johnson. 
For tins crime the two Rains 
barg’-rs, 
Nathaniel 
aud 
Frank, 
are, 
as 
already stated, now, iu jail at Marshalltown, 
charged 
with 
tho 
murder. 
The 
a c ­ 
cusation 
was 
made 
by 
the 
wife 
of 
Nats', who is the daughter of Johnson. Among 
the most prominent men in the county who 
testified at the preliminary examination was 
Dr. Underwood, of Eldorado. 
His life was 
threatened by the gang. 
A few days ago sus­ 
picious movement* were discovered by a party, 
upon whom a watch was set 
It was discov­ 
ered in a secret communication with the Rains 
bar germ. 
It was finally found that a plot 
was being concocted to m urder a number 
the leading citizens of the county. 
Theee 
facts developed only a day or two ago. 
The 
attempt upon the live# of Doctors Underwood 
and Itiedeuour drove the citizens to declar­ 
ation, aud the Rainsbargers having been ar­ 
rested last evening were during the night taken 
out and lynched, as already told. 
Fin was a 
pardoned convict charged with mnrdor. 
The 
family and their followers are hard characters, 
and have given the pea«« ableneighliorsa great 
deal of trouble. 
Groat excitement prevails. 
Public sentiment, however generally approve# 
the lynching. It is doubtful if any prosecutions 
will follow. 


M innesota A sylum s aud Prisons. 
At the meeting in Washington of the National 
Association of charities and corrections, the 
following report wae submitted by Secretary 
H. H. Hart, of tho Minnesota state board: 
The state board of Minnesota has completed 
its first two years of work. 
At the last session 
of the legislature tho first biennial report of the 
boar J was presented, embracing a full descrip­ 
tion of almshouses, jails,and state institutions, 
w ith statistic* of finances,population, etc. Tho 
legislature, recognizing the importance of the 
work entrusted to tho hoard, established it 
upon a permanent lasts. 
Tho board made 
eight recommendations of legislation, of which 
six were adopted by tho legislature. 
Several 
im portant acts were passed by tho legislature 
affecting the charities and correction* of the 
state. 
A board was established to locate a 
third insane hospital, in order that the insane 
of the state might be cared for in state in­ 
stitutions. 
Two years ago a detached ward 
was 
built adjacent to the S t Peter hos­ 
pital, to accommodate 
190 
patient*, 
at 
a cost of $25,999, or $250 each. 
The experi­ 
ment having proven satisfactory, the recent 
legislature made appropriations for three ad­ 
ditional detached wards at S t Peter and two 
at 
Rochester, 
which 
will 
provide 
for 
590 patient* at & cost ot $135,990. 
Com­ 
missioner* were also appointed to locate a 
HtaV public school for dependent children and 
commence the buildings therefor; to locate a 
second state prison. 
During the past year the 
capacity of the school for idols and imbecile* 
has Is* n doubled being now 109, and an appro­ 
priation made for a custodial building in con­ 
nection with the institution. 
Provision was 
made for a gymnasium and shop# for the deaf 
and dumb, to replace those burned 
In the 
report last year it was stated that there had 
been no change of superintendent* of any in- 
h a u le d 
stitutiun for ten years. 
Thi# year is the first 
time iu eleven years that much an event has oc­ 
curred, Dr. Knight, of tho school for idiots and 
imbeciles, having resigned that he nught 
join lus mother in the Connecticut school.

time 
ha* 
been 
given 
the 
subject of jaii architecture, and a jad now 
being built iu Otter Tail county and alms­ 
house in course of construction in St. Paul, 
lnd fair to rank with the best institutions of 
their kind. Tho rapid growth of the adjacent 
cities of Ht Paid A Minneajsjhs has called the 
attention of the citizens to the need of charity 
organizations, and a charity society has l**eu 
established in the latter city 
During the past 
year, beside the Friendly inn, which ha* beeu 
in successful o[ssration during the past winter.

Porgress In Fish Culture. 
Fish culture was undertaken in most 
parts of this country from necessity, 
in no part of the world were fish bet­ 
ter distributed. 
When tho country 
wts discovered there was excellent 
fishing, not only all alon^ the coast of 
the Atlantic, but in the numerous 
lakes, rivers, and small streams. 
In 
many places tho lirst settlors would 
havo perished during seasons when 
the crops failed had it not been for 
the liberal supply of fish. 
Shad wero 
so plenty in tho rivers of some of the 
eastern states that they wore salted 
for use during the times when they 
could 
not 
be 
eaten 
in 
their 
fresh stato. 
Dried cod, smoked her­ 
rings, and salt mackerel wero amon^ 
tho chief articles of food in town and 
country. 
Tlioy also took the place of 
most of tho condiments now in use. 
Old “dun” codfish 
was known as 
“lak« cod cheese” in all parts of the 
coast. 
Smoked alewives, or Eastport 
herrings, wero employed in place of 
small coins in making change in coun­ 
try 
stores. 
Lobsters, 
clams, 
and 
oysters were so plenty that they were 
about and sold at a nominal 
price. 
Smelts, 
eels, hake, bluetish, 
and haddock afforded a variety to those 
who lived largely on “ the harvest of 
the seas.” Tho prosperity of New 
England at the commencement of its 
history was largely duo to the fish 
that supplied the people with their 
principal articles of food. 
The rivers em ptying into the ocean 
and all their tributaries, as well as 
the lakes that fed them, were plenti­ 
fully supplied with fish. 
Salmon were 
so plentiful in many streams that the 
people were able to cateh and cure 
them in large 
quantities. 
All the 
mountain streams and spring brooks 
were stocked with trout. 
The lakes 
abounded with pike, pickerel, bass, 
and perch. 
The great lakes in the 
west w’ere full of trout and whitelish, 
and supplied the earlier settlers of the 
prairies with cheap and excellent food. 
For many years no necessity was seen 
for the artitical propagation of fish or 
; even for protecting them from destruc- 
I tion. 
They 
were caught 
in nets, 
i seines, anil other apnaratus that were 
the most etisy to manage. 
Dams were 
j erected across streams that prevented 
the passage of fish. 
In many places 
the water of streams was polluted by 
tanneries, distilleries, ana breweries 
| so that the best varieties could not 
I live in them. 
Ih e supply of fish sud­ 
denly fell off in almost all parts of the 
country at about the same time. Shad 
| became so costly that none but the 
j wealthy could eat them. 
Salmon be- 
! came *o scarce that they were beyond 
the reach of most persons. 
Even 
mackerel was expensive food, while 
| brook trout readily commanded 6't ' path of 
tbe destroying 
cents per pound in city markets. Even 1 traced through 
the pine 
clams and lobsters took their places 
! among tbe costly luxuries of the table, 
j 
Although fish-breeding w asattem pt- 
I ed by a few persons o! wealth and 
■ leisure many >cars ago. it has only be- 
| come a m atter of general interest since 
; the formation of the National Fish- 
| culture association, which held its last 
annual meeting at Washington during 
the first week in the present month. 
This association has added millions of 
i dollars to the wealth of the country, 
and we have but just began to derive 
the full benefit of its labors. 
It has

Trees will prove best set 
on the northerly or westerly sides of 
buildings, or iu the direction from 
which the showers usually travel. 
Few farmers seem to understand 
the value of stanchions iu feeding 
calves. They can be made very cheap­ 
ly out of any old boards lying around 
the farm, aud save a world of time, 
(iivo each calf twenty inches space. 
Put a trough in front, spaced off so 
that each calf gets his share and no 
more. 
They will soon learn to have 
their heads in position at feeding time 
and you can fasten and feed a dozen 
in a few minutes. 
After they are 
done with the milk, give a little ground 
teed or corn and turn the whole lot 
into a yard where you have some nice 
hay in a rack. 
An experiment was made at the 
New York experim ent station to de­ 
termine 
distinctly 
the 
advantage 
gained by sprouting peas before plant­ 
ing. an operation often practiced but 
not measured. 
The peas were sprout* 
ed in moist sand, and when the new 
shoots were over half an inch in length 
they were carefully planted. 
Along 
side the row containing these sprouted 
peas was another row, planted with 
unsprouted seed at the same time. 
The sprouted seed produced pods fit 
for use eight days before the others. 
One of the largest ranch sales made 
for some time has just been reported 
from Fort Worth, Texas.

The association has sng- j 
gested most of the means that have 
been adopted by state commissioners 
for the establishment of fishways and 
the management of 
hatcheries. 
It 
recommended many of the bills that 
were passed by state legislatures for 
the protection of fish in inland water­ 
courses. 
It lirst suggested the intro­ 
duction of the various varieties of the 
German carp, which was undertaken 
by the national government. 
Only a 
few years ago thirty-live of these fish 
w’ere brougnt to this country and 
placed in the government ponds at 
W ashington. 
Some of their progeny 
are now- in every state and territory. 
They have been sent to over 25,*XR> 
places, and it is estimated that there 
are now 200,000,000 carp in the coun­ 
try. 
Most of them are still small, 
which accounts for the fact that they 
are not in the market. 
The United States commissioners 
have distributed about 600,000,oOo tish 
since 1872, tuid are prepared to send 
out 150,000,000 this year. 
Many of 
them have been placed in 
waters 
where fish were never known to exist 
before. 
The experiment was in a 
large number of instances successful. 
German carp are found to do well iu 
tho alkaline lakes and streams in Ari­ 
zona aud New Mexico, w here no tish 
had previously existed. 
They also 
thrive iu the artificial stock-ponds in 
Texas, Colorado, and other 
places 
where fresh fish are difficult to obtain. 
The carp is singlularly adapted to the 
water? of the south, in which fish that 
do well in a cold climate do not thrive. 
Local associations are needed to en­ 
courage lish culture by means of bring­ 
ing a knowledgo of tho methods pur­ 
sued by experts before the public. Few’ 
people will attem pt to start a hatchery, 
to construct a fish pond, or even to 
stock one if they have no knowled of 
the business except that derived from 
books aud papers. 
It is with water 
farming as with land farming. 
Peo­ 
ple desire to see how a new’ operation 
is performed before they will engage 
iu it themselves. 
The establishment 
of a new hatchery or artificial lish 
pond in a county will eause many 
people to visit and and see how it is 
managed. 
The directors of county 
agricultural societies could render fish 
culture profitable by establishing a 
breeding establishment on their fair­ 
grounds. 
It would be a great attrac­ 
tion at the annual fairs, and help 
swell the receipts. It could bo render­ 
ed remunerative in other ways. Breed­ 
ing fish could be obtained free of cost 
from the national or state commissions, 
their eggs batched, and the small fry 
sold to persons who desire to stock 
ponds. 
The offer of premiums for 
various kinds of fish raised in private 
waters would cause many people to 
engage in the business of fish culture 
for the sake of pleasure or profit. The 
production of fish for food is as worthy 
of encouragement to an agricultural 
society as the production of field and 
garden crops that are to be used fur 
the same purpose.— Chicago Times. 


Industrial Brevities. 
Thero is some im provem ent in the 
present over the old way of making 
garden and 
cultivating the crops. 
Very few now think of fencing in a 
plot of two hundred feet square and 
then going into it annually with the 
spade to dig it up aud after planting 
do all tho cultivating with the hoe. 
The plan now is—and the better plan, 
too, and one that should be generally 
adopted,—to select a plot long in 
shape, plow it up instead of spading 
it, break the clods, if any, with, the 
harrow instead of the rake, plant the 
vegetables iu rows instead of squares, 
and cultivate with the horse cultiva­ 
tor, wheel-hoe, or other implements, 
instead of the liand-hoe. 
One of the 
advantages is that a man does tho 
work in an hour that took days on the 
old plan. 
L. A. Goodman, secretary of the 
Missouri H orticultural society, recom­ 
mends settiqg tall-growing trees in the 
vicinity of buildings, to_ protect them

Vendal and every kind of wild and 
forlorn creature were to be found 
in 
the estate that passed into the hands 
of Constantine. The mysterious Druids 
were on one border, the heathen on 
another, and the Norsemen were pass­ 
ing down through the centre. 
The 
Christianity did not know anything ex­ 
cept the theology; and thus the human 
mtnd was turned toward the study of 
God and the house of God. 
Out of the 
former came theological studies, out 
of the latter came the tine arts. 
Aa 
for the domestic and useful arts they 
had no friends for twelve hundred 
years. 
Under the impulse given by Lord 
Bacon, mankind began to 
let the 
angels alone long enough to admit of 
a look at the plow, the noe, the orch­ 
ard, the field. This look was repeated 
until new implements and inventions 
began to appear. 
The steam-engine 
and railway, the steamship, reaping- 
machine, have appeared on the arena 
of man, and while the angels are not 
harmed anv by this philosophic neg­ 
lect, the millions not yet angels have 
profited much bv 
the transfer 
of 
thought from things in heaven to 
things on earth. 
Heaven and earth 
will be equal partners in the philoso­ 
phy of the future. — David Swing, in 
Choicago Current.

The Merit ol Lord Bacon. 
It would heap too much honor upon 
Lord Bacon shoHid he prove to be the 
author of the Shakespeare plays. 
But 
such an extra aw ard would carry out 
the scriptural “ To him that hath shall 
be given,” while from such a 
poor 
deer-stalker as William Shakespeare 
shall be taken away what little he 
seemed to have. 
But Bacon even if he was a dram at­ 
ist did more as a philosopher than as 
a dramatist, for his philosophy has 
helped to make a great world while 
the plays have helped to make only a 
great stage. 
And yet the real truth is 
that no one man composed either the 
Baconian philosophy or the Shakesper- 
ian plays. They were both the slowconi- 
ing results of a long past. 
In Bacon 
and Shakespear the philosophy and 
the dram a reached a final climax and 
became ready for a large service. The 
plays are found far back of Shake­ 
speare and the philosophy far back of 
Bacon. 
Bacon’s merit lies iu the fact that 
he called the attention of scholars and 
thinkers to the value of earth and mate­ 
rial sciences; and urged them to gather 
up terrestrial data instead of trans­ 
cendental data and instead of seeking 
definitions 
of 
“ mind,” 
“ soul, 
“ angel,” 
“ will,” 
fate,” 
“ man,” 
“ horse” and “ eternity,” these thinking 
leaders should gather up all informa- 
j tion possible about the soils, grains, 
winds, rains, instruments, machines, 
arts, and appliances of society, and 
then draw 
conclusions that 
would 
compel a general advance. 
Open any 
of tho great books of the old world 
and there is an amazing omission of 
the domestic arts and sciences and a 
wonderful attention to things moral, 
I imaginary, fanciful, romantic, 
aud 
fantastic. 
Angels, 
imps, 
nyuiohs, 
large and small deities, dwarfs, giants 
and ghosts are born out of the fertile 
human fancy as sparks rise from a 
shaken fire, but in these thousands of

Business begins promptly and is dis­ 
patched 
rapid! ’. 
First, 
motions 
are 
heard, then 
th 
docket is 
taken up. 
The Chief Justice calls the case in order 
in a quiet touc, and a lawyer is on the 
floor making an argument, while you 
arc 
still 
expecting that there will be 
•ome further formality attending the 
opening of so august a tribunal. 
The proceedings are impressive only 
from their simplicity. 
Usually the ar­ 
guments of counsel are delivered 
in 
low, conversational tones. 
Often the 
judges interrupt to ask questions. 
In 
patent cases, models of machinery are 
frequently used to illustrate an argu­ 
ment, and are handed up to the judge? 
for examination, or a blackboard is used 
for diagrams. 
Were it not for the gra;? 
hair and black gowns of the judges, you 
might almost imagine at times that the 
gentleman 
at the 
blackboard, 
with 
crayon in hand, was a college professor 
lecturing to a class. 
Or you may hap­ 
pen in w hen a law yer in charge of a case 
is leaning over the long desk in front of 
the judges, holding a conversation with 
one of them 011 some intricate point in 
a 
mechanical 
device, and you would 
hardly think that the conversation 
was 
the plea in a patent case involving per­ 
haps a million dollars. 
The bench has long been only a tra­ 
dition in all our courts. 
Each Justice 
of the Supreme Court has a chair to 
•uit his ow n notions of w hat constitute* 
a comfortable seat. 
Some of the cliaim 
have high backs to rest the head, some 
have low backs; some have horse-hair 
cushions, some velvet, some no cushions 
at all. 
Chief-Justice Waite sits in the 
tniddle of the row.— E. V. SmaUey, in 
Century Magtiine.

In the Century, the “ Legal Asp ct- 
of the Mormon Problem'* are discuss. 1? 
by Arthur G. Sedgw’ick, who conclude; 
as follow s: 


The failure of the attempt to break 
up the Mormon system by Congressional 


legislation does not, by any means, show 
that the Mormon system will ultimately 
provail in Utah. 
The operation of nat­ 
ural causes is certain, in the long run. 
to sap the foundations of polygamy. 
The railroads have already brought tlie 
Territory into communication with the 
rest of the country, and the development 
of the mines must ultimately bring in a 
large Gentile population— almost a.to- 
gether male. 
A strong tendency in the 
direction of marriages between Gee HI* 
men and tlie daughters of Mormon par­ 
ents must spring up. 
Indeed, this ia 
said to show itself already. 
Ther* is no 
surplus of women in the Weft trou. 
which to recruit polygamous houi eholds; 
the births of the two sexes are always 
very nearly equal, and the 
Mormon 
population is no longer being rapidly 
increased from abroad, as it was ia the 
times of the early persecution of the 
church. 
It is w w stationary, or noarly 
so, and being rapidly hemmed in by a 
community having a social system which 
all experience show's is the only one per­ 
manently adapted to modern industrial 
life. 
As the Territory fills up, and tlie 
Mormons are brought more and more 
into relations with the rest of the world, 
one of the strongest internal causes of 
disintegration will unquestionably be the 
sense of shame operating iq>on 
the 
younger female generation. 
In the nat­ 
ural course of things, some of the daugh­ 
ters of Mormon householders must marry 
Gentiles, and others, who do not marry 
outside the church, will l>e made keenly 
aware that they are surrounded by a 
community which regards their iKwution 
as a degraded one. 
As long as they 
could keep them selves separated from 
the rest of the world, this Gentile feel­ 
ing was of very little consequence to 
them. 
It did not affeot them in their 
daily life; it was something remote from 
them, which they did not even need to 
disregard. 
This cannot continue for­ 
ever, and indeed a change must begin, 
if it lias not begun already, as soon as 
the surrounding monogamic Gentile sya- 
tem of marriage has a fair opportunity 
do enter into competition with its rival. 
Under these circumstance*, 
there 
ia 
nothing to be done with the Mormona 
but to let them alone. 
Persecution haa 
been 
tried, and 
has 
only served 
to 
stren g th en and increase them. 
Law haa 
been tried, and has proved of no uae, 
because it has not been enforced. 
From 
the circumstances of the case, it cao- 
not be.

FARM MANAGEMENT. 


How Cattle and Sheep ('an Be Prepared 
the Market at a Small Cost—Indus­ 
trial Notes. 


for 


Making the Most of Grass. 
In the portions of the west where 
large crops of corn are ordinarily 
raised the m ajority of farm ers rely 011 
it for food to use in fattening all kinds 
of slock. 
If animals intended for the 
butcher come through the winter in 
poor condition they are likely to re­ 
main so till the corn crop is m ature. 
They are then fed liberally till they 
are in a condition to send to m arket. 
In many cases they are kept in scanty 
pastures that are poorly provided with 
shade and water. 
Often the pastures 
are overstocked, and the animals have 
not a sufficient supply of grass, even 
if the season is favorable to its constant 
growth. 
If it is unfavorable especial­ 
ly if there is a severe and long con­ 
tinued drought during the w arm er 
months, the animals are in a poorer 
condition in the fall than thejT were in 
the spring. 
As food is scanty, they 
are obliged to wander about in search 
of it during the entire day. 
Exposure 
to the hot sun makes them tired and 
restless at night. 
They arc tormented 
by insects, and often suffer for want 
of cool water. 
Animals cannot be ex­ 
pected to thrive under such circum ­ 
stances. 
In the fall they will be gaunt 
and unthrifty, and a very large am ount 
of corn will be required to put them 
in a condition to bring even medium 
prices in any m arket 
None will question the great value 
of corn in putting cattle, sheep, and 
hogs in the 
proper condition 
for 
slaughtering. 
It is, however, very ex­ 
pensive food. It costs a large amount 
of money to buy it and much hard 
labor to raise it. 
Meat is always ex­ 
pensive that is produced wholly or 
chiefly by feeding corn. 
It may be 
necessary to the production of first 
class meat, but the stock-feeder should 
study how to use it to the best advan­ 
tage, and bow to produce good m eat 
with the sm allest amount. 
Animals 
should be in good condition in respect 
to flesh before corn is aflorded them as 
the principal article of food. 
Unless 
they are in such condition they will 
bring little more than enough when 
fattened to pay for the corn they have 
consumed. 
The cornfield should be 
secondary to the pasture iu the pro- 
luction of meat. 
The pasture should 
furnish fair beef and mutton, and the 
cornfield should so improve them that 
they will rank as prime. 
Stall feediug 
snimals is often profitable as the last 
step in the process of preparing ani­ 
mals for the m arket, but there should 
be several steps iu the right direction 
before this final one. 
Cattle and sheep 
should not come up to the feeding 
trough in the fall in a lean condition. 
If they do they will consume so much 
corn as to render their feeding unpro­ 
fitable, or will be sent to the m arket 
n no condition to bring good prices, 
.bat aro only paid for well-fattened 
inimals. 
All animals intended for the m arket 
n the fall or early part of the w inter 
ihould be liberailv fed during the 
summer. 
Crass is uot only the cheap­ 
est, but the best, food for them. 
If 
abundant and of irood quality it will 
furnish fat as well as flesh, 
b'xcellent 
beef and m utton have been produced 
by grass allone. 
Good m arketable 
steers and wethers have been taken 
directly 
from the 
pasture to tlie 
slaughter-house. 
The pastures, how­ 
ever, were in the best condition in re­ 
spect to the variety of grass and clover, 
were well supplied with water and 
shade, and were not overstocked. The 
food was so abundant that the animals 
could eat their fill during the cooler 
lours of the morning and could lie in 
he shade in the heat of noon. 
They 
did not have to travel a long distance 
to procure w ater or to drink that 
which was warm and impure. 
They 
had a supply of salt wthin easy reach 
of them, and ashed or grove to shelter 
them during the prevalence of storms 
or severe winds. 
If a drought occur­ 
red during the time they were kept 
in the pasture they were supplied with 
grass cut in a neighboring field, with 
corn fodder, green rye, and a daily 
feed of some sort of grain. They were 
rendered comfortable, and 
comfort 
uext to proper food and shelter is es­ 
sential to the production of flesh and 
fat, as it is tofhe formation of milk. 
The summer is the time to fit old 
and poor animals for the m arket. 
If 
they come through the winter in bad 
condition speciai attention should be 
given to them. 
Cows that have given 
milk through the winter, ews that 
have raised early lambs and are too 
old to breed again, and wethers whose 
teeth are im paired, should be put into j 
a good pasture at the earliest day 
practicable. 
Grass is the proper food 
for them, and grass at this season of 
the year is superior to that which is 
produced later in the season. 
It is 
tender and sweet. 
It is easy to crop 
and easy to digest. 
If the pasture 
where the animals are placed that are 
intended for the m arket in the fall 
does not produce sufficient grass some 
should be cut from au adjoining field 
in order to keep up the proper amount 
of food. Every farm er and stock-feeder 
should decide in the spring what ani­ 
mals he has on his place that have 
seen “ their best days ’ and can be dis­ 
posed of to the best advantage. 
He 
should then loose no time m getting 
them in good condition for the m ar­ 
ket. 
The earlier he begins the smaller 
will bo the expense and the bolter the 
results. 
If the season is favorable 
the chances are that they may be 
put in condition for the m arket with­ 
out other food than that afforded by 
the pasture where they aro kept.— 
Chicago Times. 


son of the year, but let it alone until 
in full leaf, or until near the time 
when it ceases growing for the year. 
July, or early in August, will be a 
suitable time for most trees-and shrubs, 
while herbaceous plants may be cut oil" 
close to the surface when they are in 
full bloom. 
Experim ents in ostrich-farm ing in 
Victoria having 
proved successful, 
Queensland farm ers are recommended 
to adopt the industry, for which the 
clim ate of their colony is peculiarly 
well suited. 
The Cape government, 
probably to check A ustralian 
and 
Californian rivalry, have placed a duty 
of £100 a pair on ostriches exported. 
This is a very fortunate circum stance 
for the pioneers of ostrich-farm ing in 
the countries named, as it greatly in­ 
creases the value of the birds which 
they breed. 
A local paper strongly advocates the 
establishment of butter factories in 
south Australia, on the ground that if 
the present low price of wheat is to 
continue the farm ers must engage in 
dairy-farm ing 01* go to the wall, and 
private dairying is too badly managed 
to be successful. 
Not one dairy in 
fifty, it says, is properly constructed, 
the rudest appliances are used, and 
the overworked farm ers’ wives 
or 
hired girls are unable to do all that 
could be done with great saving of 
labor in a factory. 
A curious phenomenon is reported 
from some of the vineyards in the 
province of Malage. 
According to 
Spanish papers, plants attacked by the 
phylloxera and given up as practically 
dead have begun to show marked 
symptoms of vitality due, it is believ­ 
ed in the localities, to the destruction 
of the insect by gases oreleetrieal con­ 
ditions consequent on tlie earthquakes 
in that district. 
At Charleston, S. C., there is a 
method of preparing tiles which it is 
claimed renders them suitable 
for 
paving roadways subjected 
to the 
heaviest traffic. 
By this process the 
bricks or tiles are first heated iu an 
ow n, where they are covered with 
sand; when taken out they are plunged 
into melted asphaltum , 
and 
then 
placed on racks, where the excess can 
How from the blocks. 
At a recent sale of Holstein cattle at 
Troy, O., thirteen cows 
averaged 
$356 54, twenty 2-year-olds averaged 
$294 50, fifteen 2-year-olds averaged 
$224 50, four 2-year-old bulls averaged 
$322 25, five 1-year-old bulls averaged 
$233, and thirteen spring calves aver­ 
aged $177 69. 
The average for the 
seventy was $266 50. The heifers were 
sold privately for $1,000. 
The largest pork-producer in Mas­ 
sachusetts is Mr. John Cummings, of 
Woburn. 
He has now on bis place 
2,500 hogs and pigs and generally kills 
2,000 each year. 
He buys all his feed. 
He purchases the butterm ilk of 
a 
Boston firm, who churn fresh milk 
that has not been skimmed. 
He buys 
western corn and grinds it on his 
premises. 
According to New Zealand paDers, 
the export cheese trade of the colony 
is becoming established. 
One com­ 
pany sent to England eight tons iu 
February, four 
in March, and the 
same quantity in April, and other 
companies have also exported cheese. 
The results so far are said to be re­ 
munerative. 
Corn that is thoroughly ripened on 
the stalks in the field, well dried in 
the stiu, traced up and placed in a 
room, possesses 
rem arkable vitality. 
Some seed corn was disposeu of at au 
auction sale in Vermont in the spring 
of 1883 said to be thirty years old, but 
it sprouted readily and produced a 
large crop.

There was the credulous j 
I professional man, wrho went “ merely 
S in the interest of science,” and was 
startled to find himself conversing j 
with the spirit of his first love, who re­ 
peated whole passages from his last 
letter to her, but could tell nothing 
about his first letter to her successor. 
There was the life-long spiritualist j 
who could not have been persuaded by 
any device known to intelligence that 
there was any trickery or gniie in peo­ 
ple who professed to bring up the spir­ 
it of his dead grandm other still bear­ 
ing the m ark of the cancer which ter­ 
minated her career in the flesh. 
And 
there were other witnesses of the same 
sort, the witnesses 
that we always

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


In painting on silk, satin or crape 
for dress 
adornment 
the material 
must lirst be sized with gum arabic 
or isinglass. 
A buffet scarf of moinie linen is 
worked in German embroidery, anti 
has a design of conventionalized or­ 
ange blossoms, fruit and foliage. 
A pretty rug for the lounge is made 
of cream-colored 
basket-eloth, with 
pansies of all the rich purple and yel­ 
low shades 
em broidered 
upon it. 
There is no set pattern, the flowers 
looking as if they had been dropped 
upon it bv some lavish hand. 
Try this way of cooking a fowl: 
Cut the raw fowl in pieces and put 
them into a pan with very hot butter; 
cook for ten minutes, shaking the pan 
constantly; then add a glass of good 
white wine ami let it be reduced. 
Moisten with stock and tomato sauce, 
to which add a little sugar and some 
mushrooms. 
When 
cooked 
serve 
with croutons. 
Croquignolles. made by this recipe, 
are very nice: 
Put in a bowl four 
ounces of butter, one teaspoonful of 
sugar, a pinch of salt, half a pound 
of flour, the whites of four eggs, and 
any sort of flavoring; mix all well so 
as to form a very stiff" paste. 
Put the 
m ixture on the pasteboard and roll 
it in a rope-like lorm half an inch iu 
diam eter; then cut in pieces about 
half an inch long, glaze with yolk of 
an egg, dust with sugar and bake in a 
m oderate oven. 
Mutton chops prepared in this way 
make a nice dish for lunch: Beat 
some chops lirst; mash the yolk of a 
hard boiled egg and mix with it some 
sweet herbs, grated bread, nutmeg, 
salt and pepper; cover the chops with 
this and put each chop into a piece of 
well buttered white paper and broil 
them over a e'ear tire, turning them 
often. 
Remove the paper and cover 
the chops w ith smoothly mashed po­ 
tatoes pound together with yolk of 
egg. 
Fry iu hot oil until a delicate 
brown. 
This way of stewing carp is said to 
be very good: Draw and skin the 
fish; brown some butter with a little 
flour, add some small onions, parsley, 
thyme and mushrooms, and moisten 
with a large wine glass full of w ater 
and two ot red wine. 
When the mix­ 
ture is at boiling point pour it into 
the pan iu which you place the carp 
and stew it on a brisk lire. 
When 
cooked put the fish on a dish anti 
garnish it with crawfish and croutons: 
add 
the 
sauce 
thickened 
with a 
good piece of butter. 
(tilt frames may be revived by a 
mixture of two ounces of white of egg 
and one ounce of chloride of potash or 
soda. 
The frames must be free from 
dust and then the mixture is applied 
with a soft brush. 
Such frames may 
be cleaned with a so'ution of a small 
quaintity of salts of tartar dissolved in 
a wiue bottle of water.

Lhe governor at 3 shillings per pound. 
Four years later it figured as an article 
of export, 55,000 pounds having been 
sent to Holland in 1621. 
The yield 
bad become so plentiful in 1639 that 
the price was 3 pence per pound. 
In 
1676 England collected £135,000 m 
duties on Virginia and M aryland to­ 
bacco im ported into that country. 
In 
1729 it took 300 vessels to carry the to­ 
bacco sent to England, and the yearly 
exports approxim ated £600,000. 
For 
the 90 years ending with 1879 the ship­ 
ments of tobacco from America were 
14,106,000,000 pounds. 
Allowing that 
each vessel carried on an average of 
600 hogsheads, there must have been 
19,224 ships employed, equal to 221 
vessels per annum.

as well as vegetable kingdom, and the 
same results are experienced in the 
growth of fowls, as iu the growth of 
vegetation. • 
By degrees of fertility in vegetation, 
ho I we mean that a plant may have a por-

in strong and vigorous plants. On the 
other hand, there are seeds from the 
same plant which aro shriveled and 
deformed, as it were, and when plant­ 
ed will not grow, and many of them, 
to all actual appearances, are but little 
inferior to the best; but, if they germ ­ 
inate at all, they will produce a weak, 
sickly plant, and while struggling, as 
it were, for existence, m a little while 
will droop and die. 
This is the result 
of different degrees of fertility; those 
having strong and 
healthy germs 
produce strong and vigorous plants, 
and those with frail grid sickly germ s 
produce the same character of plants, 
until we come to those with insufficient 
strength and vigor even to germ inate. 
The same principle holds with the 
egg as with the seed, and while to all 
appearances our hens may be strong, 
healthy and vigorous, yet there may 
be lurking back something that-w ifi 
render them incapable of producing 
eggs with the full degree of fertility. 
On the other hand, it may be the fault 
of the male, and it makes no difference 
how- strong and vigorous our hens 
may be, if the male is deticient in that 
respect, the result will be the sam e—a 
failure to hatch—a failure of the germ 
to mature. 
Then, again, our hens 
and cocks may be all right; be strong, 
healthy and vigorous, and there will 
be some conditions in their life, neces­ 
sary for the full development of the 
generative process, and a failure in 
that respect will cause the same re­ 
sults in the degrees of fertility. Unfor­ 
tunately, we are unable to understand 
all these causes, which operate against 
the production of the young, and can 
only on general principles select the 
strongest and most vigorous to breed 
from, and not at any time hatch a 
chick from an egg laid bv a hen of 
w hich we have any doubt. 
That there 
is this degree of fertility and strength 
in the egg, there can be no doubt, as 
reason and common sense will con­ 
vince us that if all the conditions are 
the same, and all the eggs are subject 
to the same conditions in hatching, it 
one egg will hatch, alt will. 
We see 
this dem onstrated more chiefly with 
incubators, w hen each and every egg 
placed iu the hatcher must of necessi­ 
ty be subject to the same conditions 
all the way through, and yet we will 
have them in all stages of incubation. 
Some eggs will produce stroug and 
vigorous chicks, others weakly ones, 
ami some with chicks dead in the 
shells, at all periods from the twelfth 
up to the twentieth day, when the 
chick is ready to break through tho 
shell and come forth to enjoy life w ith 
the balance. 
We can see from the 
above how unjust to blame the breed­ 
er, for he cannot by any of the light­ 
er experiences of others, tell the fact 
beforehand, or the cause afterward, of 
such results.— Texas Farm and Banch. 


READING MADE EASY. 


Explanations of Changes and the Arrange­ 
ment of the New Version of the Old 
Testament. 
The following extracts from an early 
copy of this work will enable the 
reader to form a correct opinion of 
leading changes made in the new ver­ 
sion of the bible. 
Changes in the Pentateuch. 
The first feature that arrests atten­ 
tion here is the printing of the poetical 
portions in the form of verse. 
We 
have instances in the blessing of Jacob 
(Gen. xlix.), tho song of trium ph at 
the Red sea, (xxv.); the rapt utterances 
of Balaam (Num. xxiii. and xxiv.), 
and the song and the blessing of Moses 
at the end of his life (Deut. xxxii. 
and xxxiii.). Also as in shorter texts, 
as the song of Lamech (Gen. iv.), the 
prophecy of Noah 
(Gen. ix ), the 
Lord’s answer to Rebecca (Gen. xxv.), 
the blessing of Isaac (Gen. xxvi.), the 
song of the well (Num. xxi.), aDd the 
abrupt ode on tho downfall of Moab 
(ibid). 
The form of these passages shows 
that they belong to that poetical feel­ 
ing and habit which pervades the en­ 
tire life and history of the Hebrews. 
\\ hatever moved the heart was set in 
song, whether it was the discovery of 
a fountain in the desert, or joy over 
some great victory. 
The revision has 
w isely given the verse form only to 
those passages which by their origin 
and structure, compel one to see in 
them an outburst of poetical feeling. 
I he following selection of passages 
which have been changed in the re­ 
vision is intended as a specimen of the 
work done, and of the principles upon 
which it has been carried out: 
GENESIS. 
Iu the tirst chapter the putting of ; 
each day’s work in a separate para- J 
graph aids the common reader. 
In I 
iv., 23, the song of Lamech is made 
more intelligible by m aking the sec- j 
ond couplet read: 
“ For 1 have slain 
a man for wounding me, And a young 
man for bruising m e.” 
in xiii., I: “ Abraham went up out 
of Egypt . . . into the South.” The 
printing of the last word with a capi­ 
tal letter shows that it refers to a 
definite region (the Negeb), and thus 
avoids the incongruity of the authori­ 
zed version 111 leading one to think 
that the patriarch reached Palestine 
by going south from Egypt. 
In v., 18, “The plain of Mamre which 
is in Hebron" is changed to “The 
oaks of Mamre which arc in Hebron,” j 
because this is the meaning of the 
Hebrew, and there is no plain in Heb­ 
ron or vicinity. 
(So xiv., 13, 
and 
xviii., 1,) 
In xviii., 19: “ F o ri know that he 
will command his children and his 
household after him ,” is changed to 
“ For 1 have know n him to the end 
that he may command, etc.” 
In xxiv., 2: “ Abraham said to his 
eldest servant of his house,” is made 
to read, “Abraham said to his servant, 
the elder of his house.” which is what 
the Hebrew means. 
In xxxiii., 18: “ And Jacob came to 
Sholem, a city of Sheehem.” The re­ 
vision reads: “ Came in jn-ace to the 
city of Shechem, 
because no such 
city as .Sholem is known, and the true 
rendering shows how God fulfilled 
Jacob’s request (xxviii.. 21.) 
In the prophecy of Jacob (Gen. 
xlix.) arc several manifest improve­ 
ments. 
Reuben is charged with be­ 
ing not “ unstable,” but, as the origi­ 
nal word means “ boiling over,” that 
is. impulsive or excitable, which ex­ 
actly describes hischaracter. as shown 
by his conduct on various occasions, 
in the fifth verse “ instrum ents of cru­ 
elty are in their habitations,” the 
margin of the 
authorized 
version, 
“ weapons 
of violence 
are 
their 
swords” is inserted in the text as be­ 
ing both more literal and more ex­ 
pressive. 
In the ninth verse, instead 
of saving that Judah couched “ as au 
old lion, ’ the revision returns to Tyu- j 
dale's more accurate rendering “ as a 
lioness.” 


EXODUS. 
In ii:22- “ A stranger in a strange 
land’ is rendered “ a sojourner in a 
strange land.” 
In the song of trium ph after pass­ 
ing the Red sea (Exodus xv.) the viv- J 
iciness and poetical grandeur of the ! 
lyric are shown in the revision by the j 
change of the past tense into 
the 
present in xv., 5-7, and of the future 
into the past in xv. 14-16—a change 
required by the original. 
In the obscure passage (Exodus xvii. 
16) the text retains the rendering of 
the authorized version while fhe mar- 1 
gm gives the more literal sense of the 
Hebrew, 
“ Because there is a hand 
(i. e., the hand of Amslek) against j 
the throne of the Lord [therefore] the I 
Lord will have war with Amalek from I 
generation to generation.” 
In the second commandment (xx., 
5) we have a slight change, “ Visiting 
the iniquity of the fathers upon the 
children, upon the third and upon the 
fourth generation of them that hate 
me, 
(the exact sense of the origi­ 
nal). 
'lhe sixth commandment (v., 13) is, 
after the pattern of the prayer-book 
and the authorized version in Matt. 
xix.: 18, given as “ Thou shalt do no | 
m urder.” and the same at Deut. v., 
17. 
The advantage of this rendering 
is that it needs no limitation or ex­ 
planation. 
To kill is often lawful, and 
sometimes a duty, but to tlo murder is 
w rong always and everywhere. 
“ Tabernacle of the congregation” ; 
is changed to “ tent of m eeting.” 
In the worn “Jehovah” the author­ 
ized version is followed, the revisers 
not thinking it advisable to insert it 
uniformly in place of “ Lord” 
or 
“ God,” which when printed in small j 
capitals represent the words substitu­ 
ted by Jewish custom for the ineffable j 
name. 
Of technical terms from the Hebrew, 
one in three seems to have been gener- : 
ally' introduced. 
The word “ grave” I 
(Judges vi., 8) has been replaced bv 
“ashera,” with its plurals “asherim 
and “asherith.” 
Tin* His tor Ira I Books. 
JU D G E S. 
Chapter V .—The song of Deborah is 
amended according to the demands of 
modern scholarship. Verses 10 and II 
arc rendered: 
Tell of it, ve that ride on white asses: 
Ye that sit oil rich carpets. 
And ye tlfat walk by the way. 
Far from the noise of archers, 
In the places of draw ing water, 
There shall they rehearse the righteous 
acts of the Lord, 
in Samuel II., i., 18, the authorized 
version reads: 
“ Bade them teach the 
children of Israel the use of the boiv.’’ 
'lhe revised version puts it “song of 
the bon.” 
In ii., 23, “ Abner smote him under 
the fifth rib,” is changed in agreem ent 
with moderu 
lexicons to 
“ in 
the 
belly.” 
In v., 10. we read: 
“ David went on 
and grew great,” 
The revision re­ 
solves this Hebrew 
idiom: 
“ David 
waxed greater and greater.” 
In vi., 19, instead of a “ flagon of 
wine, the revision properly reads, “ a 
cake of raisins.” 
II. KINGS. 
The interrogation in i., 3. as to Alia- 
ziah s folly in consulting the god of 
Ekron when he was sick, gains much 
in force and vividness by being put, 
as the Hebrew demands, in a positive 
form: 
“ Is it because there is no good 
in Israel that ye go to inquire of Baal- 
Zebub?” 
The addition of the m argin to ii. 9, 
forbids the common mistake of sup­ 
posing that Elisha asked to have twice 
as much of the spirit as Elijah had. 
He asked a first-born's portion iu his 
m aster’s spirit. 
In viii., 2. the addition of the words 
in italics "npyn him ,” to the state­ 
ment “ and he settled his countenance 
steadfastly,” removes an ambiguity by 
showing that it w as the steady gaze of 
Elisha that put Ilazael to shame. 
In ix., 8, and everywhere, the term 
“ man child” expresses the full sense, 
and does away with a disagreeable 
form of speech. 
(A similar euphem ­ 
ism is introduced in xvii., 27.) 
In xii., 4, 
the 
phrase 
“current 
money,’" which exactly renders the 
Hebrew, displaces the obscure state­ 
ment. 
“ A’reu the money of everyone 
that passeth the account.'1' 
Many readers have stumbled at the 
statem ent (xxii. 
14.) 
that 
Huldah 


dwelt at Jerusalem “ in the college,” 
but tho word means, as the revision 
has it, “ the second quarter” of the city, 
probably an addition recently made to 
its inclosure. 
In ii. Chronicles, in the authorized 
version, we read of oxen that com­ 
passed the molted sea “ ten in 
a 
cubit,” which is impossible. 
The re­ 
vision has it “ for ten cubits.” 
The word “ devils,” in xi., 15, is in­ 
correct, and is therefore rendered lit­ 
erally, “ he goats.” 
The last words of 
this chapter, “and he desired many 
wives,” which in tho authorized ver­ 
sion only repeat what has been al­ 
ready said, are made in the revision to 
have a sense winch is legitim ate and 
in harmony with the connection. “ And 
he sought for them [the sous just men­ 
tioned] many wives.” 
In the poetical books “ sheol” re­ 
places “ hell,” which has been chang­ 
ed in prose passages to “ the grave” 
ami “ the pit,” with “ sheol” iu the 
margin. 
“ Of these renderings, hell,” 
says the preface, “ if it could be taken 
m its original tense as used m the 
creeds would be a fairly adequate 
equivalent for the Hebrew word, but 
it is so commonly understood as the 
place of torm ent that to employ it fre­ 
quently would lead to inevitable mis­ 
understanding. 
I11 Isaiah xiv., where “ hell” is used 
In more off its original sense, the re­ 
visers have left “ hell” in the text, 
putting “sheol” in the margin. 
JOB. 
i., 5, “ Cursed God” is rendered “ re­ 
nounced God.” 
In iii., 8, the change of “ m ourning” 
into “ leviathan” (the m arginal read­ 
ing of the authorized version, is de­ 
manded by fidelity. 
In v., 7, the reasoning of Kliphaz is 
sadly perplexed in tho authorized ver­ 
sion by making him say “ although 
affliction cometh not, etc., vet man 
fs born to trouble,” etc.; whereas, 
what he says is really as the revision 
gives it: 
For affliction comoth not forth of the 
dust neither doth trouble spring out 
of the grouud; but man is born unto 
trouble 
As the sparks fly upward. 
Sorrow does not come from natural 
causes, but from m an's sinful nature. 
In viii., 13, as in seven other places, 
“ hypocrite” is changed to “ godless 
m an,” which is the true meaning ot 
the word. 
In ix., 29, “ If I be wicked” is justly, 
and with great advantage to the sense, 
made to read “ 1 shall be condemned.” 
In the very difficult verse, xi., 12, 
the.revision renders: 
But a vain man would be wise, 
though man is born as a wild ass’ 
colt. 
And puts iu the margin one of the 
most probable of the many other ren­ 
derings, some of which show that if 
the charge in the text is not true of 
race, it is of some members of it. 
In xi!., 5, the obscure comparison of 
a man ready to fall to “ a lamp de­ 
spised” disappears in the revision, 
which renders faithfully aud clearly, 
“ In the thought of hint that is at ease 
there is contempt f-^r m isfortune; it is 
ready for them whose foot siippeth.” 
We are glad to see that the common 
version of xiii., 15, “ Though he slay 
me, yet will I trust him ,” is substan­ 
tially retained, though most critics 
give it a different sense. 
In v., 27, the obscure “ settest a 
print upon the heels of my feet” be­ 
comes “drawest a line about the soles 
of ray feet” —i. e., “ keepest ma a 
prisoner."’ 
The revision renders xvii., 11: “ Are 
the consolation of God,” etc., more 
literally and forcibly, thus: 
“ Are the 
consolations of God too small for thee, 
and the word that dealeth gently with 
thee?” 
So in xvi., 21, it makes Job express 
the wish that his witness, God, would 
see right done him both with God and 
with men. 
The touching passage xvii., 15, 16, 
“ W here is now my hope they shall go 
dow n,” etc., is so altered as to show 
Job’s conviction that the ho|>e held 
before him bv hi* friends, instead of 
being realized, will go down with him 
when once he finds rest iu the grave. 
Thus: 
Where, then, Is my hope? 
And as for my h o p e , who s h a ll s e e it < 
It shall go down !o the bar* of sheol. 
When once there is. rest In the dust. 
In xviii., 15., the meaningless words, 
“ It shall dwell in his tabernacle, be­ 
cause it is none of his” become: 
“There shall dwell in his tent that 
which is noin* of his” —viz., strangers. 
Tho notable passage xix., 25-27, is 
greatly clarified. 
The offensive and 
needless mention 
of 
“ worms,” to 
which there is nothing answering it in 
the Hebrew, is dropped. 
Job had just 
expressed a wish for a perpetual rec­ 
ord of his words that coming genera­ 
tions m ight know his claim to recti­ 
tude. 
This, however,was uot enough. 
Hence he adds: 
“ But I know, — 
w hatever their opinion may be, — “ I 
know that my redeemer livetb.” This 
vindicator will stand up upon the 
earth in a future day, and Job will see 
Him. 
That vision of God will tie all 
that he needs, as it is an assurance of 
peace ami reconciliation. 
It will be 
from his flesh, and as his body is said 
to have been destroyed, it must be 
from a new body, which implies a re­ 
surrection. 
In the m argin are stated 
the other and more generally accept­ 
ed views, which consider tho vision as 
made “ without the flesh” —i. e., in a 
disembodied state, and that Job sees 
God “on my side” —i. e., favorable, 
and “ not a stranger” —i. e., not hos­ 
tile or estranged. 
The last clause: 
“ My reins are consumed within m e,” 
is an expression of intense longing. 
T H E PSALMS. 
The Psalms are definitely divided 
into five books, the last four beginning 
respectively at i’s. xiii., Ixiii., xc., and 
cvii. 
In Ps. viii., 5, man is said “ to have 
been made a little lower than God,” 
which exactly conforms to the Hebrew'. 
The authorized version, “ lower than 
the angels,” was taken from viii., 5, 
ami copied by the vnlgate and quoted 
in Hebrews (ii, 7.) where they answer 
the needs of the w riter’s argum ent. 
But the quotation in the now transla­ 
tion affords no reason for overlook­ 
ing 
the 
strength of 
the Hebrew. 
The use of J ehovah (in place of 
Lord) in tho first verse and the last 
adds to the force and beauty of the 
Psalm. 
In Psalm ix. the confusion and ob­ 
scurity of verse 6 are removed by a 
version which brings God’s overfhrow 
wf the wicked into marked contrast 
with the fact that He sits us King for­ 
ever. 
In Psalms x. every verse, except the 
first, is more or less changed, w ith the 
effect on the whole of greatly increas­ 
ing the vividness of the characteriza­ 
tion. 
In xi., 2, the substitution of “ in 
darkness” for “ privily ” is one of many 
instances in which a literal version is 
more expressive than any paraphrase. 
The sixteenth Psalm is greatly im­ 
proved. 
Its general theme is that 
God is all in all to the believer, and 
this is well given in the new reading 
of verse 2: 
“ L have said unto the 
Lord, Hum art my Lord, I have no 
good beyond Thee.” 
In verse 10 the revisiou substitutes 
for the misleading “ in hell” the literal 
rendering “ to sheol,” which means 
that the singer’s soul is not to be aban­ 
doned to the state of tho dead. 
The 
change cf the same word in xviii., 5, 
shows that the w riter there was not 
complaining of hellish sorrow's, but of 
the network of the unseen world clos­ 
ing around him. 
“Tho cords of sheol 
were round about m e.”

for these things?” 
“ Who is this that eometh from 
Edom with dyed garm ents from Boz- 
rah,” etc., is greatly helped by repre­ 
senting the conqueror as “ m arching” 
rather than “ traveling” in the great­ 
ness of his strength, and by a more 
vigorous rendering of the last clause 
of verse 6, but especially by preserv­ 
ing the pratterit tenses of the origi­ 
nal. 
Correction of Acknowledged Errors. 
There are many renderings declared 
to be incorrect by all lexicons and 
commentaries of a critical character, 
for example, the word hypocrite is 
found eight times In the book of Job, 
yet in not one of them does the origi­ 
nal term have that meaning. 
So one 
of the oblations mentioned often in 
Pentateuch and elsewhere Is called a 
“ m eat offering,” w hich leads the read­ 
er to suppose that it is an animal sac­ 
rifice, whereas tho Hebrew means an 
unbloody oblation, and is correctly 
rendered “ meal offering.” 
In the 
following text the incorrect word is 
placed first, with a reference to one of 
the places where it occurs, and then 
tho true meaning as generally ac- 
eepted among scholars:

The Capture of John Brown. 
From au account in the June Cent­ 
ury of John Brow n at Harper’s Ferry, 
w ritten by one of his prisoners, who 
was in the engine-house during the in­ 
surrection, and afterward held the 
rank of captain iu the Confederate 
army, we quote the follow ing: “ When 
Lieutenant Stuart came iu the m orn­ 
ing for the final reply to the demand 
to surrender’ I got up and went to 
Brown’s side to hear his answer. 
“Stuart asked, ‘Are you ready to 
surrender, and trust to the mercy of 
the Gove A m ent?’ 
“ Brown answered promptly, ‘No! I 
prefer to die here.’ 
“ His manner did not betray the 
least fear. 
“ Stuart stepped aside and made the 
signal for the attack, which was in­ 
stantly begun with sledge-hammers to 
break dow n the door. 
“ Finding it would not yield, the 
soldiers seized a long ladder for a bat­ 
tering-ram, and commenced beating 
the door with tb it, the party within 
tiring incessantly. 
1 had assisted in 
the barricading, fixing the fastenings 
so that I could remove them upon the 
first effort to get in. 
But 1 was not at 
the door when the battering began, 
and could n«»t get to the fastenings 
until the ladder was used. 
I then 
quickly removed the fastenings, and 
after two or three strokes of the lad­ 
der the engine rolled partially back, 
making a small aperture, through 
which Lieutenant Green of the marines 
forced himself, jum ped on top of the 
engine, and stood a second in the 
midst of a shower of balls, looking for 
John Brown. 
When he saw Brown he 
sprang about twelve feet at him, and 
gave an under-thrust of his sword, 
striking him about midway the body 
and raising him completely from the 
fground. 
Brown felt forward with his 
lead between his knee®, and Greer 
struck him several times over the head 
and, as I then supposed, split hisskul 
at every stroke. 
“ 1 was not two feet from Brown at 
that time. 
Of course I got out of the 
building as soon as possible, and did 
not know till some time later that 
Brown was not killed. 
It seems that 
in making the thrust Green’s sword 
struck Brown's belt and did not pene­ 
trate the body. 
Tho sword was bent 
double. 
The reason that Brown was 
uot killed when struck on the head 
was that Green was holding his sword 
in the middle, striking with the hilt 
and making only scalp wounds.” 


A P lant Overgrown W ith the Pro­ 
ducts of the Soil. 
From tho Industrial World. 
In a letter recently recived from B ur­ 
ra ah a characteristic sketch is given in 
illustration of the state of the country 
under its present ruler, in which it is 
stated that at Sagine thors is what is 
called the King’s workshop, which was 
erected at the instance of the last ruler 
at an enormous expense, his idea being 
to build steamers Tor his own and the 
country’s use. 
The shipbuilding yard 
is at Mandalay, and the place at Sagine 
was designed as a foundry, in which 
cast and wrought 
iron 
was to 
treated. 
Two 
large 
furnaces, 
fif­ 
teen boilers, three furnaces for cast 
iron, seven largo engines, five roll­ 
ing mills for bar iron, and a quantity of 
other machinery 
(including a large 
steam-hammer, lathes, punching and 
shearing machines, and stone and ore 
crushers) have been put down. 
All 
that is required is to start the fire and 
raise steam ; yet this valuable property 
is meantime cvergrown with the prod­ 
ucts of the soil. The large steam-ham­ 
mer is twined round with the beautiful 
creepers; from out of one of the furnaces 
grows a large prickly cactus; the roll­ 
ing mills are shaded with large tree 
ferns. 
The machinery, however, is not 
rusted, though nearly teu yearsthave 
elapsed since tlm last king duyt 
The 
works were suspended at his death, and 
the present king will neither spend 
more money on the undertaking nor 
sell it to others.
